The rule pro- | 
hibits the election of an emp!nyer, and 
immediately after acquiring oOwWwner- 
ship of the Etowah barber shop On 
Alabama street, he tendered hig res- 
ignation as president, but the federa- 
tion refused to accept it. He was 
also at one time president of barbers’ 
local 23, and held other offices, 

Mr. Ardery was a native of Ia- 
diana. He eame to Atlanta about 
eight years ago, and for a time work- 
ead in the Limbaugh shop on Alabama, 
near Whitehall] street. Three or four 
yearg ago he and the late Dick Brown 
acquired the Btowah, and it quickly 
became one of the most popular places 
in Atlanta. A little over a year ago, 
Mr. Ardery’s partner died from inju- 
ries received while working in his 
garden. It may be a coinoidence that 
both Mr. Ardery and Mr. Brown died 
suddenly, and both on the same day 
of the week—Saturgsy.

acted near Hoboken Thursday, in 
which Mrs. W. B. Mercer met death 
at the hands of her husband, who 
committed suicide, fatally wounding a 
son before taking his own life, indi- 
cate that jealousy was behind the 
whole affair. 

A “faith doctor” who makes his 
at Douglas but practices 
throughout this section was men- 
tioned only a few days before the 
tragedy by Mercer as being the cause 
of: some of his domestic troubles. Last 
Wednesday a week ago in a hotel 
in Waycross the ekier Mercer, having 
a loaded pistol with him, threatened 
to kill his wife, who came here with 
a daughter, and also told the doctor 
he had just as soon kill him too 
No intimate relations with the wife 
Were alleged but Mercer apparently 
did not NMke hig wife going to the 
dector for the “faith cure” and did 
not hesitate to go state, 

Threats of Mercer. 

The morning of the tragedy} Mercer 
tokd his wife at the breakfast table 
to eat plenty as he intended Killing 
her before she could get another meal. 
As @ matter of fact, the son, who is 
in a hospital here, had not finished 
eating breakfast before his mother 
had been killed. Only a few minutes 
before he killed his wife Mercer was 
fondling a babe of one of his married 
children, Mrs. Mary Dryden, and re- 
marked to her that the “kid certainly 
was cute.” Then he is said to have

asked her ff she had not rather be 
dead than Living under circumstances 
like those about him and his wife. 
Just what reply was made to his re- 
mark is not known but he said, with 
an oath? that he would end matters 
then and there by killing his wife and 
then taking his own life. Bo saying, 
he left the back porch, went into a 
side room and secured hig pistol, un- 
wrapping it as he went back to the 
porgh. Without a remark he began 
firing, and when the son rushed out 
to remonstrate he turned on him and 
ghot him in the back. Mrs. Dryden 
screamed and he turned to her, saying 
that he might as well include her in 
the list. She jumped te the side of 
the kitchen, the house shielding her, 
and escaped instant death. 
Neighbors Fixpected Treuble. 

For some time neighborg have been 
expecting trouble at the Mercer Home. 
Repeated threats were made by Mer- 
cer that he would kill his wife before 
long. Mr. Dryden, his son-in-law, re- 
marked at supper only the night pre- 
ceding the killing that he was afraid 
Mr. Mercer would do gomething rash 
within afew days, having overheard 
some of the suicide’s latest threats. 

While {t is said that nothing was 
ever said about it at his home the 


elder Mercer ts reported to have had 
friends in Waycross that his wife 
did not exaetly approve of and this, 
not openly mentioned im any quar- 
rels, 4iq not make the home life any 
pleasanter. 

Several of the family photographs 
of the Mercers were buried Friday 
with Mra Mercer, she having made 
the reqnest several months ago that 


the pictures be placed in her coffin.

Three Classes, 

In every group of chickens, how- 
ever well bred, you will Invariably find 
three or more well marked and distinct 
classes: Those that have grown off. 
quickly are stronger, more vigorous 
and show up better tm style, shape and 
feathers than do the others of the 
same flock. These should be separated 
from the others, carefully fed and 
carefully housed. In fact, they should 
receive constant attention day by day. 
One day’s negiect might cause irre- 
parable loss. Then another class in- 
cludes those that do not measure up 
to the “top notch,” but are good in 
many respects. These should be treat- 
ed like those selected as the best, for 
it often happens that from this class 
some develop into supertor birds after 
they “shed out.” 

Then itn the third class are the culls, 
which shou'g be put quickiy into the 
hatchet brigade. 


Experience Is Easential. 

It takes long experience to become 

expert In this part of the poultry bus!- 
ness. It cannot be successfully done 
by an amateur, nor can it be learned 
from beoks. The division lines be- 
tween these classes are frequently not 
clearly defined, and then there are so 
many fine points to be considered and 
noteg that only a perfect 
knowledge of the standard require- 
ments of the breed and the probab'e 
Gevelopment of each individual a 
Knowledge acquired from long experi- 
ence, can give the best results. 
' Are you about to commence to breed 
poultry? My advice to you is to be- 
gin with one breeg of standarg fowls. 
Commence -with one pen; breed them 
only for one year. , Study the standard 
study the fowls In this way only wil 
you make a success. 

This is only one of the many im- 
portant things that you will have to 
learn that you cannot learn by reading 
poultry literature, for !t can only be 
learned Dy coming in daily cpntact 
with the fowls.

Some Fowl Ideas. 

If possible give your poultry a sum- 
mer vacation on a :ange. Separate the 
hens from the cocks. Cut out all 
heavy, heating food, meat scraps, corn, 
cotton seed meal ang the like, 

Give wheat bran and scalded oats in 
the morning and again late in the 
afternoon. I¢ there is shade, weeds 
and grass on the range they will necd 


no midday food. 

Put the olg hens and cocks in 
vard to themselves. Feed them on 
corn morning and night, give them a 
midday. raticn of wheat bran, shorts 
end alfalfa meal with a teaspoonful to 
the fowl of cotton seed meal. Give 
cool water and green foog in abund- 
ance. They will be fat in about ten 
them and take them to 
market. 


‘ Farmers Might Profit. 

Farmeérs could profit largely in mare 
keting their eggs and chickens if they 
weculd go into the towns and sell them 
In advence of delivery. They could 
mot only sell eggs better in this way, 
but dressed poultry also. It would be 
perhaps somewhat slow-going at first 
to bulld up a good trade, but as soon 
as the town folks were educated up 
to the point where they would be able 
to see the advantages of buying poul- 
try, particularly the grown fowls, the 
time would soon come when a fowl 
with its feathers on would be hard to 
market. Cooks are hard to get, and 
when found are very seldom reliable; 
and housekeepers all over the south 
have been forced to learn how to cook. 
In the cities and towns fish cannot be 
gold except they are scaled anda 
Gressed ready for the frying pan; nor 
poultry except it is prepared for im- 
mediate use. 


Sold by the Pound. 

Dressed poultry is always sold by 
The price is always in 
advance of the price obtained for the 
undressed, but it is not more than 
enough to cover the cos, of dressing 
the fowl, Which every housekeeper 
rather than un- 
dergo the trouble and annoyance, of 
“~having to dress poultry. 

There are many things that gouth-

They have made 
more progress in the last two or three 
years than they have since 18665.

Magazine on “Our Next President an 
Some Others,” Ray Stannard Bake 
has the following to say about “th 
people,” about whom, of course, we ar 
hearing so much during a presidentia 


campaign: 
Who are = 


“Who are the people? 
people who are to be trusted with th 
initiative, referendum and recall? 

“It is one of the most curious thin 
in the world, how men differ when the 
epeak of ‘the people.” For example, ar 
negroes people? Are women people 
In a few places negroes are people in 
political s¢nse, but in the south ther 
are 9,000,000 of them who aren ot nerg 
ple. In a few places women are peo4 
ple, to be trusted with the democratid 
instrumentalities, but in most place 
they are not. If we could really agr 
on who are the people, we should hay 
all our troubles settled in a twinkling 
But we can't; and that is the ver 
basis of this and of all other grea 
political crises. 

“Now. then, in the past, while nomi4 
nally we have had a democracy in thi’ 
country, we have had a very narré 
idea as to how many people should b 
included in the democracy. In ear) 
duys in New England only chureh4 
members could vote. and afterwar 
only owners of a certain amount of 
property. Every political revolutio 
is caused by the effort of a new clas 
of people to get into the democracy; 
No mere quarrel over an injury don 
to @ material interest ever predgecd 
a revolution. Such quarrels produce 
revolts, Dut not revolutions, 

“Now, the conservatives of tod 
Taft, Harmon and others—are willin 
to tinker the tariff, and thus redistri¢ 
bute ‘n small measure a few materia 
benefits. But the proposal of the pro 
gressives goes deeper: They would le 
in as sharers of government, with th 
ousiness men and property owners wh 
have so long dominated the country 
an immense class of people further 
down in the scale—men who, though 
nominally voters, have in reality hac 
nothing to say about their govern4 
ment.

Seating a Great Convention.

High-Pressure Water. 


(Joseph Horner in Cassier’s Magasind 

: for June.) 

The difficulfies tn ustnge water in 
crease with increase of pressure. Wit 
good workmanship, ordinary material 
can be employed up to 750 pounds t 
the square inch. Good, close-grain 
cast iron for cylinders and ordinar 
gunmetal for cocks and valves ar@ 
quite suitable. This meets the case o 
most crane work. But for compressio 
duty, as in forging and baling presse 
and in the pumps and valveg for wonk 
ing the same, iron aml gunmetal] ar 
useless. In the large cylinders fo 
the Belgian canal lifts, cast ir6n wa 
used, bonded with steel rings. The 
were worked at a pressure of 6] 
pounds per square inch (thirty-five 
atmospheres).

Senator Miles Poindexter, of Wash- 
ington, C#eclared the Washington con- 
tests “will be tried before the people 
of the country whichever way it is 
decided here.” 

An objection against the jurisdic- 
tion of the national committee to settle 
fany of the contests was made at the 
ovtset by Senator Poindexter. ‘The 
committee,” he sald. “does not today 
represent the republican party fn the 
United States. 

“No one can eay that Senator Pen- 
rose represents the republican senti- 
ment of Pennsylvania itn the light of 
recent events. The same can be said 
of many members of the committee.” 

Refused State-wide Primary. 

Senator Poindexter said the Wash- 
ington state convention had refused a 
state-wide primary, and had called a 
atate convention. 

In Kings county (Seattle), a primary 
was authorized by the county commit- 
stee, he said, to select delegates to the 
county convention wh'«) wouldin turn 
oe delegates to the state conven- 
tion.

Quackery Abroad. | 
Quackery flourishes the wofld over. | 
European countries, where on account 
of strong paternal governments many. 
things are managed weil, are not free 
frcm this pest. Quacks thrive in Eng.- 
lang, Germany and other countrieg of 
Europe, but benighted Russia seems 
to keep them in leash better than most 
other countries. As far back as 1788,| 
laws were provided in Russia protect-, 
ing the people from all forms of ir-| 
regular practice, and such laws have 
continued to hold a restraining hand’ 
qn quackery down to the present time.’ 
By the application of a well-known. 
modern political method, however, 
“joker,” which affords a loophole for 


a certain amount of irregular practice, | 
has been inserted into some of the 
laws regulating the practice of medi-. 
cine. Still, the number of quacks in 
Russia who do business on a large, 
scale is small. 

In Germany during the early part of; 
the nineteenth century, laws against: 
quackery were gtringent and effective. 
but curiously enough, at. the instance 
of the medical society of Berlin in 1869,. 
the regulations again irregular prac- 
tice were much relaxed and the result 
was a tremendous development of, 
quackery in Germany. Barthenson says. 
that in 1869 the number of quacks in 
Berlin was twenty-eight. In twenty-. 
four years the number was over a 
thousand and the whole number prac- 
ticing in Prussia was over five thou- 
sand. 
of irregulars outnumbered the quali-! 
fied practitioners two to one, In 1906. 
it was estimated that the number of 
quacks in Prussia was 10,000 and the 
scope of their practice had become 
unlimited. The unqualified practi- 
tioners are regularly organised and 
have schools and inatitutions providing 
a four months’ course for quacks; 
there are over 800 societies for study 
in “nature healing’ with a total mem- 
bership of 112,000. There are over 
fifty periodicals with millions of oir- 
culation. The quacks come largely 
from the uneducated class, and it is 
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said that over 58 per cent of the female 
irregularg have been domestic servants. 
This condition, says The Journal of the 
American Medical Association, has led 
to efforts to amend the laws in such a 
way as to limit the practice of these 
people to the minor ills, This has led 
to strongly organized opposition, sim- 
flar to the League for Medical Free- 
dom in our country, and, as in the 
case of our own congress, the opposi- 
tion hag found support In the reichstag. 
This feeling was shown by the chilly 
reception received in that body, the 
same reason being ascribed as here, 
namely, that the measure would create 
a “medical trust.” 

The forces of graft and unrighteous. 
ness are pecuilar to no country or 
clime, and they have their champions. 
in the high placeg and the low. til 
the people themselves are better edu-) 
eated concerning the danger and in-, 
iquity of quackery, they must be pro-| 
tected from the forces that prey. The 
popular understanding of these mat- 
ters is becoming better every day, and, 
aided by proper laws, the time will,

Many Kew Measures Before 
Legislature This. Summer, 


Revision of Banking and Insur- 


ance Laws—To Regulate 
Stock and Bond Companies 
and to Reform the Criminal 
Laws. 


As the time approaches for the 
meeting of the general assembly, -pro- 
posals of new I[¥gislation are becom- 
ing more frequent. Mahy are busy 
drawing billa and the legislature, as 
usual, is going to find iteelf with con- 
siderably more matier before it thar 
it can p ibly give attention to, 

Some 300 er more general measures 
are pending from last seasgion; many 
of them are good ones and new ecoupy 
favorable position before the houee or 
senate, with recommendations from 
that they be passed, It 
is probable frem the present outiook 
that nearly as many more will be add- 
ed to the Met, and if 10 per cent of the 
total gets through, the legislature 
will have done a good fifty days’ work. 

As a rule, fifty general measures 
is a big session's work tor the general 
assembly; usually it is considerably 
below. that. The last session passed 
wbout thirty-five general billa BSev- 
eral hundred Jocal bills were put 
through, however, and the usual flood 
of these May be expected the coming 
session. There is never a session but 
half the counties of the state want 
s0me change made in thelr pian of 
government, and the other half gen- 
erally follows suit. 

Insurance and Banking. 

Tt ts conceded that Georgia's insur- 
“ance and banking laws are sadly in 
nee@ of revision. Special committees 
appointed from the legislature to deal 
with these gubjects have prepared 
plansof revision and will present them 
in the shape of bills Notwithstanding 
this, it te a question as to whether 
these measures will get through. 

A couple of years ago or 80, the sen- 
ate passed a bill dealing with one of 
these subjects and it got over to the 
house, which did not reach it for. ac- 
tion until the close of the session. It 
came up in the afternoon; the legis- 
lature wag getting ready to adjourn 
that night. It was oonceded to be a 
good bill, but when One member saw 
the clerk begin to read it, and took 
in that it was @ veluminous measure 
likely to require an hour or more in 
the reading, he said: 

“That bill's too long. Mr. Speaker; 
let's table it,” and table it they did. 
That ended it, for that day brought 
final adjournment to that particular 
legislature. 

Salary Imcreases. 

As usual, there will be efforts this 
summer to inecreaes certain salaries.

Stock and Bond Companies. 

Among others, the Atlanta Chamber 


‘of Commerce lis preparing a Dill to be 


introduced this session providing for 
the regulation of stock and bond sell- 
ing or brokerage companies. It is said 


Georgians have been made the victims 


of get-rich-quick schemes to the tune 
of several million dollars as a result 
of stocks and bonds that have proven 
worthless after their purchase. It Is 
proposed to have every stock and bond 
company doing business in the state 
make a showing as to its good stand- 
ing and to- secure license from the 
state. Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright has received many complaints 
from Georgians who have been made 
the victims of games of this sort, 
which it is believed can be eliminated 
by proper regulation which will not 
interfere with legitimate companies. 

Georgia secured a good game law 
at the last session of the legislature. 
This year there will be presented 
measures for the protection of fish, 
which have been killed out of many 
streams in the state by the use of 
dynamite and other wholesale destruc- 


tive agencies, 
Criminal Law. Reform, 

The Georgia Bar Association has 
prepared a number of measures pro- 
posing to change the methods of court 
procedure and amend the criminal 
laws of the state, with a view to mak- 
ing punishment for unquestioned crime 
more prompt, as well as more certain. 
These bills have’ been carefully pre- 
pared by some of the best legal tal- 
ent of the state. An effort made to 
get through some Similar measures a 
couplés of years or 80 ago failed, anda, 
strangely enough, the chief opposition 
came trom lawyer members. What 
will be the fate of the present Dili!s 
it is impossible to predivt; but that 
the state needs some such legislation 
as this for the better protection of 
society is unquéstioned. 

The legislature will not have _ to 
spend any of its time upon appropria- 
tions and tax bills, as these were 
practically all dealt with last session. 
There will be a few. special appropria- 
tion bills, and the fate of these will 
depend on the status of the treasury.

er profits. In a single central bureau 
he gets classified information, which 
enab him to ascertain at sight 
where he will find a switable dwelling.

Town Theater Movement. 


While competing with the private 
enterprises as regarts food and hous- 
ing tbe municipality is doing the same 
as regards recreation. The town thea- 
ter movement makes more and more 
progtess. A few large aities, of which 
Cologne is ehtfef, have two munici- 
pal theaters, Sometimes the munici- 
paHties bulld and run thefr own the- 
aters; gometimes they build them only 
but lease them to private individuals 
who are bound by contract to giv» 
cheap or free performances te school 
chikiren. Some towns which have no 
municipal theaters subsidize the pri- 
vate theater on condition that it !s 
run for the public benefit. Experi- 
ence, however, shows that even rela- 
tively small towns can afford munici- 
pal theaters. Freiburg (Baden), a 
town of 60,000 inhabitagte, lately 
spent $800,000 on a municipal theater, 
designed by the famous Berlin arohi- 
tect, Scheeling. The Freiburg thea- 
ter is one of the finest in Europs.

The electricity is to be guaranteed and 
distributed by a private company, in 
which all the stock is owned by the 
municipalities which are supplied, 
Towne with municipal gas service 
are showing simular enterprise. They 
held that it is not the business of a 
municipality toe sit with folded hands, 
and wait for eustom. A municipality 
must trade like a private firm. On that 
here they supply, sometimes on 
ire-purchase system, gas fittings; 
publish literature booming the use of 
gas for lighting and industria] pur- 
yoo. and even undertake to do all 
epair work gratis. Bielefeld keeps up 
@ permanent municipal gas exposition. 
The street car system is also being 
more and more municipalized. Berlin's 
street cars are still nearly all in pri- 
vate hands; but the suburbs are about 
to build their own electric railroads. 
Dresden, Frankfurt-on-Main and Mu- 
nich each has a §750,000 annual sur- 
plus on its municipal] street car work- 
ing. Municipal enterprise is also being 
shown in the gavings bank business. 
The towns are not content with run- 
ning thelr own savings banks. Some 
of them have begun to send thetr own 
collectors from house to house to ool- 
lect savings without charge. 
Paying Their Way. 

A great many of these enterprises 
place heavy burdens upon locel taxes; 
but the purely munictpal-trading en- 
terprises are run on the supposition 
that they will pay their way: and 
some of them yleld surpluses which 
counterbalance the loss suffered - on 
purely socia] work. The private inter- 
ests are the main threat to the further 
growth of the movement. But as long 
as municipal socialism goes not too 
rapidly the private interests will be 
able to adapt themselves. 

Dr. Harbert Breunig, a south Ger- 
man sociological publicist, predicts 
that municipal socialism willl continue 
to grow.

With a 
cargo of 4,000,000 pounds of pig iron 
the time required to unload this vease! 
with twenty-eight men was two days 
and two nights, which corresponds to 
about 3,000 pounds per man per hour, 
or about 15 tons per day of ten hours. 
When the lifting magnet was intro- 
duced, the total time required for un- 
loading was reduced to eleven hours, 
and this was done by two men, whose 
labor consisted in manipulating the 
controllers in the cages of the cranes. 
Thus two men and two magnets did 
the work of twenty-éight men in less 
than one-fourth the time. Under these 
conditions the handling capacity of a 
man and a magnet was nearly one 
thousand tone in eleven hours, or 
about 900 tons per day. Furthermore, 
the operation was chargeable with 
less than one-fourth the amount of 
overhead charges, while the vessels

On coming dut of jail he ambushed his 
enemy, and shot him dead. Since then 
he has lived amid Sicily’s verdant 
mountains, He murders and robs the 
rich; but like all brigands squares his 
conscience by helping the poor. It is 
the poor who help him to hide from 
carabinieri and critics. 


Mmitri Merezhkowsk!i’s conflicts 
Ruesian law and censorship continue. 
His offense is ‘his five-act drama “Paol 
I.” Together with his publiser, M. 
Pirozhkoff, he is under the accusation 
of “impudent disrespect for supreme 
power,” 1. e. for the czar, which under 
the 128th article of the criminal code 
is punished with exile.

M. Pirozhkoff's law- 
rer proved in court that all the incrim- 
nating passages were taken out of 
Russian history books; and that the 
worst were printed in a history writ- 
ten by the Grand Duke Nicholas Michai- 
lovitch, the czar’s cousin. _ “Why,” ask- 
ed the lawyer, “has not the grand @uke 
been prosecuted?” The case was post- 
poned until M. Merezhkowsk! appears. 

Maxim Gorki has written a novel 
called “Three Days” which is to appear 
in a new Moscow journal, “Zavieti.” 
Together with Schaliapin, the singer, 
who lately visited him at Corfu, he 
decided to dramatize some Russian 
fairy tales for the stage. Gorki is to 
supply the text, Schaliapin to supply 
some melodies and motives; and the 
rest of the musical work to do be done 
by M. Glasunoff, director of the St. 
Petersburg Conservatory. 

Gorki publishes, in the Moscow, 
“Russgoe Sloo,” a fierce attack upon 
Russian conditions. He says that Rus- 
sia never saw such threatening times 
as today. She is merely tottering 
helplessly on one spot. Every day her 
life becomes unhealthier. The chief 
evil ig the attitude of the educated. 
The working-classes have outgrown 
the national defect of inactivity; but 
the once active “Intelligentsiya” is “‘in- 
fected with hopelessness.” All literary 
Russia is busy exposing and parading 
its spiritual sores. “We love,” says 
Gork “to parade our scratches as 
mortal wounds; we love to deafen the 
wold with groans about our torments, 
and to poison one another's lives.”

SAYS WOODRUFF 
Of the G0. P Committee's 
Avion in Texas Case, 


The Declaration of Woodruff 
Causes a Row in the New 
York Delegation—Woodruff 
Says Committee’s Action 

Made Taft’s . Election 
Impossible. 


Chicago, June 15.—The New York 
republican delegation held a stormy 
session tonight, precipitated by an an- 
nouncement of. former Lieutenant 
Governor Woodruff that he regarded 
the action of the national committee 
im deciding the Texas contests in favor 
of Taft as a “clear steal,” and that it 
would make it impossible for the pres- 
ident to win. the election. He was 
teken to task by William Barnes, Jr., 
and Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler. 

Mr. Woodruff’s outbursts first be- 
came known late in the afternoon. It 
Was made privately, but soon became 
Known to other members of the dele- 
gation. His oolleagues from Brook- 
lyn called a meeting and confronted 
him with the statement he was report- 
ed to have made. ° 

“I made it,” Mr. Woodruff said. “I 
meant it, and I say that if the Texas 
decision is allowed to stand President 
Taft is beaten. Roosevelt could be 
elected.” 

Refused to Follow Woodruff. 

“Most of the other Brooklyn men said 
they would not follow Mr. Woodruff, 
and would support the Rochester plat- 
form. 

When the New York delegation met 
Mr. Woodruff again voiced his protest 
against the action of the national com- 
mittee. His argument was long and 
heated. Mr. Butler replied by present- 
ing a resolution of indorsement of the 
Rochester platform and setting forth 
that it was the sentiment of the New 
York delegation that Mr. Taft should 
be renominated. Mr. Barnes supported 
the resolution and replied to Mr. Wood- 
ruff with a sharp criticism of Ms 
course. 

After an acrimonious discussion, 
Willlam Barmes, chairman of the New 
York state committee, was chosen to 
represent that state on the committee 
on resolutions. The opposition was led 
by Delegate William A Prendergrast, 
of the fourth district of Brooklyn, 

Of the 77 delegates present, 69 voted 
for Mr. Barnes and 5 against him, while 
3 men were excused from voting. The 
‘yote. was the nearest expression ob- 
tained on a presidential preference. All 
the votes cast for Mr. Barnes are con- 
sidered favorable to Mr. Taft, while it 
is claimed by his friends that he will' 
get two of the absentees, giving him 78 
of the 99 delegate. from the entire 
state.

That the glands share in the 
awakening is plain from frequent instances of sweat- 
ing and salivation as well as from the shedding of 
tears. ‘Scientific analysis has made it apparent that 
some of the manifestations of emotion are inhibitions; 
that is to say, that there is not an indiscriminate 
stirring up of all the tissues to increased activity, but 
that there are restraints imposed ypon some organs.

Why We Ought to LIVE 100 YEARS 


GREAT scientist, Dr. Alexis Carrel, has 
shown by some wonderful experiments 
that it is possible to take away por- 

tions of the body, such as the heart or the 
kidney or the muscular tissue, cultivate them 
in a glass tube and keep them alive weeks 
and months. He has, for example, kept a 
piece of the heart of a chick pulsating for 
eighty-five days. From this he concludes that 
“permanent life is not impossible.” 

The question really is not so much whether 
it is possible to prolong Nfe as whether it is 
desirable. 

Permanent life has long ago been demon- 
strated. Some lower forms of plant life have 
a continuous existence, which seems to be 
terminated only by accidental causes. There 
are parent plant bodies that live through 


many divisions, and seemingly indefinitely, 
yet they never seem themselves to suffer 


natural death,

Plants That Die 


of OLD AGE 


CCORDING to A. Schiller-Tietz, who has recently 
A completed some interesting studies, the same 
general biological law governs the longevity of 
animals and of plants. Some low animal organisms re 
produce themselves by simply falling apart, and the 
different parts thus formed are individual, life-sustain- 
ing organisms. Ultimately, however, if such a species 
is to be perpetuated, two individuals will have to pair 
off as parents in order to give a new life impulse 
toward such a perpetuation, and their progeny will be 
hardier and more robust, because created in the normal 
way than the individuals formed by segregation from 
the parent organism. ~ 

The same rule applies to plants, and because this 
rule has been disregarded in many cases, certain 
varieties of plants are dying of old age 

Ochebenius tells that a hundred and twenty-five 
years ago a traveller brought from the Orient a male 
poplar, which was planted in the Park at Woerlitz, Ger- 
many. All the poplars to be found throughout Germany 
are descendants of this one parent plant, and were 
produced by cuttings. A. Schiller-Tietz therefore re 
gards all the poplars tracing their origin back to this 
one male poplar as one and the same tree, and not as 
different trees, and their aggregate longevity cannot 
exceed the longevity of any one poplar. This is the 
reason that all the poplars in Germany are dying out 
without any apparent reason—without blight, disease, 
destructive insects, and in good soil. 

For the same reason the La France roses are grad- 
ually dying out. This beautiful and popular varfety of 
roses is propagated solely b cuttings. it is only a little 
over fifty years ago that the first rose bush of this 
variety was Sold in the market, but its life impetus is 
almost exhausted. It cannot survive much ionger. 

Many varieties of apples and potatoes, formerly in 
high favor, have died out.. Ordinarily the disappear- 
ance from a market of any one variety of a vegetable 
is ascribed te a change in fashion, but as a matter of 
fact, it is due to the fact that no amount of care, of 
transplanting, or manuring can keep a variet yalive 
once its life current has begun to ebb. In order to 
give such a decadent variety a new lease of life it would 
be necessary to recreate it in the normal way instead 
of perpetuating it in an artificial way by cuttings, that 
is, to cross two parent plants of precisely the same 
varieties which originally produced the now decadent 
variety, every variety of a species, of course, being @ 
hybrid. It is not always possible to do this, particularly 
with older varieties; hence such a variety disappears 
éntirely. |

When fitting an inner tube it is a 
good plan to dust @ small quantity of 
tale or French chalk inside the en- 
velope Just sufficient to cover the 
interior surface is all that is required. 
Too much tale, says the Michelin tire 
expert, gradually accumulating into 
solid lumps, ts a frequent cause of 
punctures. On the other hand insuffi- 
cient tale will not prevent the inner 

tube from sticking to the envelope. 
Inner tubes should always be per- 
fectly clean and dry when fitting. 
Even the slightest moisture should be 
avoided. It is a common practice to 
lay a tube on the step of the car or 
on the ground previous to fit- 


ting. This is a very expensive habit. 


There is always a place to hang the. 


tube where it will be free from molis- 
ture or dust. Mang it over a side lamp 
or tire-holder, but never lay it down 
where it will come in contact with 
foreign and injurious matter. 

Inner tubes should always be car- 
ried in water-proof bags such as can 
be bought at any garage for a quar- 
ter. They shouwlg never be kept in the 
original cardboard boxes, says the 
Michelin man. These boxes are suf- 
ficient for the garage, but not for 
storing tubes kept in a car. Water- 
proof bags keep the tubes away from 
water. ol] and grease, but are not in- 
tended to protect the tubes from sharp 
tools. Always keep spare tubes in 
bags and kéep the bags away from 
metal objects. .

Remarkable Steel Cutting. 


(Cassier’s Magazine for June.) 
The following data and results of a 
recent test will be found of interest. 
From a piece of open-hearth steel 
containing Aa very small amount of 


vanadium and chromium and running! 


no higher than 90.10 to 90.12 carbon 
there was made a milling eutter for 
side milling work. The origina] mate. 
rial was what is termed type “N” steel, 
made in the open-hearth furnace in 
lots of fifty tons and sold at five cents 
a pound by the United Steel Cempany, 
of New York. This steel was too jow in 
carbon to harden when quenched. 
After being completely formed this 
cutter was treated by the infusion 


rrocess dnd then put in the milling! 


machine and set to work cutting upon 
a piece or normal, unannealed steel. 
The cut was one-eighth inch deep and 
the cross speed 10.28 inches per 
minute, each cut being made the full 
length o fthe piece, which was 6% 


inches. 

Starting with a lineal speed of 8&5 
feet per minute, the speed was increas. 
ed five successive times, finally reach- 
in ga speed of 278 feet per minute, un- 
der which remarkable speed the cutter 
continued to operate perfectly, not 
having been removed from the machine 
or sharpened during the test. The 
test Was limited, not by the tool, but 
because the ulling eapacity of the 
milling machine Lelt was reached, 
while the high rotative speed of the 
cutter caused the oil to fly off by 
centrifugal force. 

Such a test indicates most emphat- 
ically that the edge, infused into soft 
steel, is of the highest cutting capacity,

FORMER OLYMPIC RECORDS 


New York, June 15.—The American 
athletes on the way to Stockho'im for 
the sixth Olympiad have behind them 
the history of American triumphs in 
the athletic events of all five modern 
renewals of the ancient Greek games, 
At the first reviva] at Athens in 13896 
they captureg first prize medals in 
nine of the fourteen athletic events on 
the program, leaving the Englishmen 
three and the Danes and Greeks one 
each. At Paris in 1800 there were 23 
events, of which the Americans won 
17; at home, in St. Louls, 1904, the 
“home talent” won all but 2 of the 26 
events; at Athens again in 19096 they 


took 11 of the 22 events, and in Lon- 
don four years ago they brought the 
prowess of the American athlete to the 
fore again by capturing 14 of the 26 
events. 

In short, out of the I111 athletile 
events listed in a tabular review of 
winners in previous Olympiads the 
Americans are credited with 75 vio- 
tories; of the records established in 
87 different events in the list, the 
Americans hola 21. In six events on 
the Stockholm program the Amertcans 
have already in préliminary § trials 
made new records, forecasting, as ail 
patriotic enthusiasts believe, an as- 
sured triumph for a sixth time

Olymptc games stand as fellowm

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SMALL NET ADVANCES - 


_IN COTTON/SEED OIL 


New York, June 
Trading in cotton seed oi] continued at 
a lo®@ ebb throughout the entire week, 
but the tone of the general market 
was firmer, and prices closed with small 
net advances. The strength in nearby 
oil was more pronounced than in the 
future shipments, and it was reported 
that consuming inquiries had increase 
Slightly. Scattered buying in the fw 
ture market wag inspired by the 
strength in lard and a steadier feeling 
in cotton. Sellers were not aggressive, 
and the liquidation, which character- 
ized the market early in the month, 
appeared to have run its course. Re- 
ceipts were along very limited lines, 
and refining interests, who are in con- 
trol of practically all the visible stocks, 
showed no disposition to offer freely 
at prevailing prices. 

Uncertain conditions surrounding the 
July shipment are prompting caution 
on both sides of the market. July is 
looked upon as the crucial month, and 
both bulls and bears appear very con- 
fident of their position. The case with 
which the option advanced under mod- 
erate buying gave considerable cpnso- 
lation to the bulls, and these interests 
now claim that actual tenders of oil 
will be materially below previous ex- 
pectations. On the other hand, the 
bearish. contingent shows no anxiety, 
but are confident that the drift of 
prices will be lower, especially if there 
is a continuance of unfavorable con- 
suming trade conditions such as pre- 
vails at the present time. August and 
September shipments have stiffened un- 
der limited buying, and the speculative 
possibilities of these months are gen- 
erally believed to be better than those 
of July. Those who are predicting a 
scarcity of oil before the end of the 
crop season contend that their views 
will be fully reflected in the price 
movements of both months. The advo- 
cates of higher prices are confidently 
awaiting the arrival of a prominent 
bull interest, who has been spending 
several weeks in Europe. This opera- 
tor is due here late in June. 

Although the buying power was not 
pronounced at any time during the 
week, most of the orders executed were 
for houses identified with the south. 
The selling came from !ocal and west- 
ern commission houses. The south is 
believed to be heavily long of the mar- 
ket. and the recent 
of prices has not shaken their faith to 
any appreciable extent. The western 
lard crowd has been conspicuous by its

In some quarters, a slight improve- 
ment was reported in the consuming 
demand, but the increase was not suf- 
ficient to aimact general attention, 
An advance in the provision market 
ought to stimulate a better inquiry for 
oil, but the enhanced cost of packing 
house products appeared to be in sym- 
pathy with grain and not to improved 
trade conditions. Pure lard is nomi- 
nally steady at 10 3-8c per pound, 
while compound lard is moving moder- 
ately, extending from 9c to 9 1-4c, ac- 
cording to brand. The consuming 
trade in general has little confidence 
in pure lard at present. It is worrh 
noting, however, that recent atlempts 
to shake down the lard market have 
failed and packing interests have been 
able to advance prices regardless of 
constantly increasing supplies. if 
there is any weakness in the lard situ- 
ation, there has been no evidence of 
it on the surface of the market, and 
it is beginning to look as though the 
factors in control of hog products are 
well able to protect their hokiings. 
Export trade has shown a further 
shrinkage for the week and scarcely 
any buying of importance could be 
traced. The best inquiry emanated 
from South America and the West In- 
dies, but business was mostly con- 
fined to the higher grade oils in cases. 
The fact that many foreign competing 
oils are now below the parity of cot- 
ton seed oil has checked the Eura- 
pean demand, but there have been no 
further reports of sales for reship- 
ment to this country. The export 
movement from this port for the week 
amounted to 3,559 "barrels. Marseilles 
cablea indicate a glight decline in veg- 
etable oil markets abroad. Refined 
eotton seed oil closed in Hull at 268 
64 and crud@ cotton seed oil at 25s 
per hundredweight.

Queen Mary, ig the substance of the ' 

most accepted explanation of the re- 

cent sale of Wood Norton, the English 
estate of the Orleanist pretender. 

An attempt to deny this story has 

been made by “L’Action Francaise,” | 
‘the Organ of the Young Royalist party 
in France, which says that the depart- 
ure of the duke from Britain was due 
merely to “his desire to settle closer to 
French soil.” This is taken to mean 
that the Orleanist pretender proposes 
to settle in Belgium, which already 
harbors the titular head of the Bona- 
partist faction. It is a significant fact 
that the duke’s sudden decision to ap- 
proach the French frontier coincides 
with the renewed activity of the im- 
perialists since Prinee Victor's mar- 
riage. The Orleanists ate evidently de- 
termined not to be left out of the reek- 
oning, although, as a matter of fact, 
the people of France are not worrying 
very much over the flreworks which 
may be discharged by either party. 

In the reign of Queen Victoria, the 
Due d’Orleans was compelled to resign 
from bis English clubs and leave Eng- 
land following a gratutious insult to 
her majesty, who had come to the res- 
‘ue of his house and himself when 
soth were without a welcome in any 
ither part of Europe. He then appear- 
ed on Freneh soil and asked to be al- 
lowed to serve as a conscript. The 
French government responded by shut- 
ting him up in the prison of the Con- 

i clergerie, where Marie Antoinette 
spent her last moments. Upon his re- 
lease, he wandered for two years an 
alien in Europe and then sued to King 
Edward for forgiveness. His penance 
was accepted and King George con- 
tinued to receive him until quite re- 
cently. The present king of England 
takes a very serious view of his re- 
sponsibilities, and the accepted view 
in Paris is that he is determined that 
England shall no longer be a nest for 
the breeding of insurrections against 
established governments with which 
Great Britain ia on terms of friendly 
relations. Putting two and two to- 
gether, this does seem a very reason- 
able conclusion.

PROPER USE OF TERM “JEW” 


EXPLAINED BY N. Y. TIMES 


Shall I call him a Jew, a Hebrew 
or an Israelite? The question has per- 
haps faced every newspaper writer and 
many others in all walks of life. he 
New York World has solved the ques- 
tion and has posted the following no- 
tice for the guidance of its editors 

“The word ‘Jew’ implies primarily a 
person professing the Jewish religion. 
Owing to certain historical causes, the 
adherents of this creeg are almost ex- 
clusively of one race, or, at any rate, 
of persons who for the most part be- 
lieve themselves to be descended from 
the people called by the same name 
in the Bible. Hence there is a secondary 
use of the word ‘Jew,’ implying that 
the person belongs to a particular race 
or people, quite apart from his re- 
ligious beliefs. 

“There is, however, a third use of 
the word ‘Jew,’ owing to the deliberate 
policy of the medieval church which 
purposely shut out all reputable call- 
ings to Jews, so as to impress upon 
Christians the superiority of the true 
faith. Hence, a certain touch of op- 
probrium ang contempt has attached to 
the very name ‘Jew,’ which has lasted 
to some extent down to the present 
day among some of the better edu- 
cated, not one of whom could probably 
trace the real origin of His prejudice. 
“However injustified and obsolete 
the prejudice thus attaching to the 
word ‘Jew’ may be, it exists in many 
minds and has to be reckoned with by 
the moulders and modifiers of public 
opinion. Jews are naturally and de- 
servedly more sensitive to this uncon- 
scious prejudice, and have at times 
attempted to introduce instead of the 
word ‘Jew’ other terms, such as ‘He- 
brew’ or ‘Israelite’ in order to obviate 
it. But these have failed to replace 
the more familiar nomenclature, and 
of recent years the better class of 
Jews have adopted the policy of boldly 
identifying themselves with the term 
‘Jew,’ with the hope of thus wearing 
down the medieval associations con- 
nected with it. 

“With a view to meeting this senti- 
ment among Jews and to avoid cater- 
ing to the prejudice which all fair- 
minded persons, whatever their creed, 
would like to see disappear, rules are 
offered for guidance as to the proper 
use of the words ‘Jew’ and ‘Jewish’ in 
the public prints: 


Rules for Guidance, 

"1. The words ‘Jew’ and ‘Jewish’ 
can never be objectionable when ap- 
plied to the whole body of Israel or to 
whole classes within the body, as, for 
instance ‘Jewish wives,’ ‘Jewish chil- 
dren,’ ‘Jewish young men,’ and the 
like. 

“2. There can be no objection to the 
use of the words ‘Jew’ or ‘Jewish’ 
when contrast is being made with oth- 
er religions. ‘Jews observe Passover 
end Christians Easter’; ‘Jews are less

nal’; and, on the other hand, if a Jew 
makes a great medica] or other scien- 
tific discovery, he should not be called 
a great ‘Jewish physician’ or an emi- 
nent ‘Jewish gcientist.’ In neither ease 
had the man’s Jewishness any connec- 
tion with his conduct or with the dis- 
grace or honor which that conduct en- 
tailed. The same rule applies in the 
case of other religions: If a Roman 
Catholic or a Protestant is convicted 
of a crime, he ts not alluded to as a 
‘Catholic criminal’ or a ‘Protestant 
criminal.’ In view of the medieval 
opprobrium still surviving in connec- 
tion with the term ‘Jew,’ it is the 
most Just and important, therefore to 
avoid a similar unfairness in speaking 
of Jews. 

Not an Adjective. 

“4. The word ‘Jew’ ts a noun, and 
should never be used ag an adjective 
Or verb. To speak of ‘Jew boys,’ ‘Jew 
girls, or ‘Jew stores’ is both objec- 
tionable and vulgar. The word ‘Jew’ 
is a noun; ‘Jewish’ is the adjective. 
The use of the word ‘Jew’ as a verb— 
‘to Jew down’—is a slang survival of 
the medieval term of opporbrium, al- 
luded to above and should be avoided 
altogether. 

“5. The word ‘Hebrew’ should not be 
used instead of ‘Jew.’ As a noun, it 
connotes ratcer the Jewish people of 
the distant past, as ‘the ancient He- 
brews. It is used also as an adjective 
—‘the Hebréw language.’ ‘Hebrew lit- 
erature,’ etc., but as such it has a his- 
torical rather than a religious conno- 
tation; ome cannot say ‘the Hebrew re- 
ligion,’ but ‘the Jewish religion.’”

As to Classification. 

A novice in thumb-print identifica- 
tion cannot classify thumbs in divisions 
that indicate character or tempera- 
ment, and indeed it has never been 
attempted, TI think. This does not 
affect its serviceability nor its interest, 
as its usefulness lies in the possibilities 
of differentiation. 

While going around in search of 
thumb-printg I decided that it would be 
interesting to compare the Oriental 
thumb with the Occidental thumb to see 
if there appeared any marked difference 
that might be caused by racial attri- 
butes.

The Chinaman Rebels.

Thumb-prints in the Past. 

The Chinaman, however, ought 
to have objected, 

Althougfi it is comparatively recent 
for thumb-prints to be used in identi- 
fying criminals, the finger prints have 
been used for hundreds of years in the 
past. As far back as the seventh 
century, according to one authority, 
the Chinese used inked finger prints tn 
signing official documents; and. the 
Turks also, have utilized the method. 
In the nineteenth century the custom 
spread to English-speaking country, 
and is also in vogue in Egypt, Rou- 
mania and other countires. 

Almost everyone knows now that 
the thumb-print is the modern detec- 
tive’s chief means of absolute identifi- 
cation. The value of the method Hes 
in the fact that thumb-prints do not 
change, even with years, and thet they

near the scene of a orime. 
Surer Than FPhotography. 

Those who deal with criminals have 
often said that the thumb-print is a 
surer and better means of identifica- 
tion than photography for the reason 
that faces are often go similar that it 
is sometimes almost impossible to dif- 
ferentiate two people through a pic- 
ture face. Thumb-prints, however, play 
no gsucn trickg on the visual sense, and 
if a man’g thumb-print has been taken 
when he is a baby, it will be the same 
when he is a man, except that th: 
lines will be larger and deeper. 

Captain Faurot, of the New York 
police force, advocates a general 
thumb-print system, with a central of- 
fice and branch establishments in ev- 
ery large city, not merely for the iden- 
tification of criminals, but as an index 
to every citizen so that whenever on:

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ONE PARTY UP---THE OTHER DOWN. 

William Flinn, republican, of Pittsburg, hide-bound Roosevelt- 
ian, remarked the other day at Chicago in a burst of anger: “There 
aré some conditions that_justify political rebellion.” 

Had he substituted for “rebellion” the word “readjustment” 
the Pennsylvania leader would have argued an astute realization of 
national political conditions being now borne in upon every Amer- 
ican whe can free his mind of bias. 

Developments at Chicago converge inevitably to this conclu- 
sion: That the republican party is sentenced to defeat the forth- 
coming autumn, probably cast for the minority role for several 
years to come; that the democrats, given common wisdom, are 
scheduled for overwhelming victory in November, with a lease on 
power governed only by the sanity and vision with which they meet 
the problems that throng increasingly for solution by congress 
and the executive, 


From the Chicago comvention there can issue nothing but war 
te the knife between the various republican factions. The storm 
has been gathering for two years. The Roosevelt irruption has sim- 
ply intensified it. . 

If Roosevelt is nominated—and that is conjectural—he will 
have to reckon with the hatchets of hundreds of thousands of men 
who believe with sincerity in the bigness of Taft, and in the men- 
ace of the third term. 

If Taft is nominated, he may expect a knife in the fifth rib from 
the victims of the steam-roller and from the uncounted hosts of 
Americans who are bent on repudiating Hitchcockism and Wicker- 
shamism, even though that means offering up the broad and, lovable 
president. 

If a compromise candidate is thrust upon the party, he is going 
to be caught between the upper and nether millstones of the two 
dominant factions. And he will have to face that deadliest of influ- 


ences—lukewarmness. 


No such quandary even remotely faces the democrats. 

Matchless leadership in congress; the effecting and enforcing 
of discipline without leaving scars; a willingness to subordinate 
personal welfare to party advantage is uppermost; a list of pledges 
redeemed, or honorably sought to be redeemed, completes the pro- 
gram. 

Back of it all is the determination, in responsible quarters, that 
the tariff, and not moonbeam chasing, shall be the paramount issue 
on which the party goes before the country. Vacillation from that 
attitude is the one peril to party triumph. As the convention draws 
near, the possibility of such flickering grows more dim. 


As to the south: 

At any and all times, The Constitution has maintained that, 
other things being equal, the south should subordinate its individual 
preferences to the advancement of the democratic party. Recent 
events demonstrate the time has come when the south, with the ap- 
proval of the nation, may at least aspire, without bias or prejudice, 
to the rewards of actual as of technical American citizenship. What- 
ever the results at Baltimore, this principle has been laid down and 
cannot be thrust aside. 

In this connection Judge Jeter C. Pritchard, of North Carolina, 
made the following significant remark in his recent commencement 
address to the students of the Georgia School of Technology: 

“The people of the south occupy an enviable position and 


the day is not far distant when, in my humble opinion, they 
will exercise the controlling influence in every branch of human 


endeavor.” 
National statesmanship is included in that sturdy statement. It 


is not likely to be forgotten at Baltimore. 

By and large, we have reached that crisis in American politics 
where one party, long absent from power, 1s scheduled to return to 
the seats of the mighty. 

The hopeless discord at Chicago is merely precursor to such 
developments at Baltimore as will restore the democracy to that 
high station and obligation it held for approximately half a century 
preceding the civil war.

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A PERPETUAL EXHIBIT AT PANAMA. 


The proposal that American manufacturers, and especially 
those in the southern states, maintain a permanent exhibition of 
their wares in buildings at some convenient site on the Isthmus of 
Panama, is one that should appeal to the sound business sense of 
this country. 

Dating from the opening of the canal, the ships of all nations, 
bearing men of influence from every country on the globe, will tra- 
verse the waterway joining the two oceans. Illustrations of what 
America can do and will do in the matter of raw products and the 
finished article will be among the best of advertisements that can 
be placed before these travelers. 

In the direction of cotton and iron goods, the south is already 
prepared to make a fairly convincing display. This is not to cite its 
agricultural resources, its fruit and mineral possibilities. It is a safe 
assumption that if the proper intelligence is invested in a standing 
exhibition on the isthmus, the returns will be large, and they will 
come from that well-equipped and moneyed class which it is to the 
special interest of the south to attract. 

There is little question that the commercial bodies, the railroads 
and the merchants and manufacturers generally of the south and the 
nation can be induced to enter into the plan, if it is logically pre- 
sented to them. The twentieth century is pre-eminently one of ex- 
ploitation and alertness. The opportunity offered in the Panama 
display is too practical a one to be neglected or minimized.

The Associated Press relates the story of a peculiar divorce 
case in Boston, wherein the complaining husband was confronted 
by his wife’s diary which set forth that in lieu of harsher measures 
he had resorted to a scientific and sliding scale of fines as penalties 
for what he was pleased to regard her derelictions. Most of the of- 
fenses, as set forth, were entirely venial, and if the lady’s word is 
to be accepted she must have been kept busy ringing the cash reg- 
ister to keep the domestic entente on straight.

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GEORGIA’S ASSET IN THE “TECH,” 

No one who was among the big audience that attended the 
commencement exercises of the Georgia School of Technology last 
week could fail to have been impressed with the tangible asset pos- 
sessed by Georgia—the south, for that matter—in this splendid in- 
stitution for the technical training of young’ men. 

The student body numbered 700, and sixty-nine of them were in 
the graduating class, covering various phases of those leading pro- 
fessions which bear most closely upon the material development of 
the southern states. The percentage of the students is divided, scat- 
teringly, between Atlanta, Georgia and adjacent states, with a sur- 
prising and gratifying growth recorded in attendance upon the night 
school, recently established for the benefit of such aspiring young 
men who could not spare time from the day’s work to attend the 
regular sessions. 

Since the inauguration of the Tech, and its administration under 
its several presidents, its history has been one consistently of mar- 
velous and unremitting expansion. It is only fair to state that the 
period of most marked growth has come, as is natural, under the re- 


gime of the present president, Dr. K. G. Matheson. Contributing | 
to this effect is the increasing demand for technical education in the | 
south, and also the indomitable courage and the executive ability of | 
President Matheson himself. 

When it is borne in mind that the institution has thrived and 
prospered under a material handicap of appropriations, as contrast- 
ed with other southern institutions of similar character, the tribute 
to the energy and capacity of Dr. Matheson is seen in its true pro- 
portions. 


It is to be hoped that the general assembly, at its coming ses- 
sion, will be as liberal as possible with the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology. The mission of the school has an intimate relation to a 
symmetrical development of the south’s resources, and to the plac- 
ing in charge of the task native young southerners, familiar with the 
customs and traditions of our people and able to work out the 
south’s destiny with that driving force peculiar to the direct inheri- 
tors of it. 
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UNCLE SAM AND THE FARMER. 


In the turmoil of national politics an important appropriation 
passed by both house and senate bids fair to be overlooked. It 
provides funds for a more systematic and practical study, on part 
of the federal government, of farm work and management, the un- 
dertaking to be prosecuted with the co-operation of the several 


—————e 


states. 

In conformance with the latitude of the appropriation, Secre- 
tary Wilson has announced that he will soon institute work look- 
ing actively to showing the farmer what certain branch of his 
industry is unprofitable; how he can may it pay; what crops he 
should take up, and others he may find it more paying to abandon. 

The plan, speaking generally, is an excellent one and if intelli- 
gently pursued and with due regard to sectional peculiarities should 
yield a rich harvest. When all is said and done, the farmer, the pro- 
ducer, is just about the biggest man in this country. He feeds and 
clothes most of us, and his products and by-products furnish em- 
ployment not only for millions of urban Americans, but equally for 
millions of foreigners, who may not know of the existence of the 
United States. 

Any influence that tends to make easier the lot of this class, 
and to systematize and make more scientific its calling, will inure 
to the good of the country-at-large. This nation has paid far too 
little attention to the material welfare and the problems of the farm- 
e1 and it is about time the account were balanced. 

In passing, it is not out of place to suggest that while the gov- 
ernment is sperding the people's money teaching the farmer how 
to produce larger and better crops, it should not neglect a phase al- 
most equally important—that of devising for him machinery that 
will distribute the crops, after they are brought forth, in order, and 
with profit alike to the consumer and the producer. 

Of all features of agricultural industry, this one has been most 
persistently ignored by the central and state governments. The 


cry has ever been “back to the farm” and “prepare for bumper 
crops!” but seldom has it compassed ways and means to take up the 


slack in the machinery of distribution—an evil that works to the | 


detriment of all save a very limited, and, in some instances, a para- 
sitic, class in this country. Measures looking to that end are now 
pending in the national legislature. They should be made operative 
and practical, with a celerity that bears in mind the delay and the 
cost of their inauguration.

VISIT DUBLIN JULY 18 


Dublin, June 15.—(Special.)—Prime 
Minister Asquith has fixed July 18 as 
the date for his triumphal visit to 
Dublin. The Irish people are making 
ready to give the British premier a 
magnificent welcome. 

On the day following his arrival 
here Mr. Asquith will address a meet- 
ing to be held in the Theater Royal, 
the largest auditorium available. Al- 
ready almost every seat in the house 
has been allotted and many will be 
disappointed owing to the physical im- 
possibility of giving tickets of admis- 
sion to &1ll applicants. John Redmond 
will preside at the Dublin demonstra- 
tion, at which Dillon and Devlin, 
among other Irish members of parlia; 
ment, will testify to the fealty of the 
liberal leader to the cause of Irish 
home rule. Asquith will only spend 
three days in Ireland and will not 
speak in Belfast ag he had first in- 
tended. 

His visit recalls Gladstone's great- 
est disappointment. After the flying 
of the famous “Hawarder Kite” in 1886 
when the “G. O. M,” risked splitting 
his party on home rule, Gladstone 
pledged Parnell that, if he were given 
a majority, he would go to Dublin 
to solidify the friendship between the 
people of both countries. He never 
realized hie ambition. When the com- 
mons passed his second bill in the 90's 
it wag evident to everybody that ‘the 
lords would throw it out, as they did 
so. So, ill health and discouragement 
prevented him from fulfilling his 
pledge.

FOR TOM MOORE 


Will Be Built Around the 
Tree Under Which He 
Wrote Poems.

Dublin, June 15.—-(Special.)—A fit- 
ting memorial ig to be erected at “The 
Meeting of the Waters, ” Avoca, cele- 
brating the memory of the greatest 
Irish poet, Tom Moore. The’ memorial 
will be built around “Tom Moore's 
Tree,” whither come thousands of vis- 
itors from all parts of the world every 
year to pluck a leaf or a bit of bark 
to carry away as souvenirs. 

So much bark has been removed by 
these pilgrims to Avoca that the old 
tree drooped and fel] last August. It 
has since been restored and treated by 
experts to preserve it, and a concrete 
base with a railing placed around it 
to guard it from the too kind atten- 
tions of the tourist. Miss Littledale, 
owner of the estate whereon the tree 
spreads its branches, has given the plot 
to the Wicklow county council. A curi- 
, ous incident marked the efforts to save 
this nature relic of Moore, the poet of 
Irish nature. The Irish board of trade 
was asked by Miss Littledale to take 
_charge of the plot, so as to place it 
under the care of a public authority. 
The secretary of the board replied, re-

London, June  15.—(Special.)—The 
Duchess of Marlborough, Lady Mount 
Stephen, Lady Leconfield, Lady Taldot 
and Mrs. Harcourt are making quite 
a success of the Victoria League par- 
ties to welcome visitors from across 
the water. These parties form a very 
happy introduction for Americans 
coming to London for the first time, 
enabling them to meet the most de- 
sirable o¢ their own countrywornen 
without losing time and risking the 
wrong sort of introguctions. 

London is very severe on even nice 
people who entangle themselves in the 
nets perpetually set by designing peo- 
ple whom society refuses to recognize, 
sometimes for no specific reason, but 
just because they are not wanted in the 
best circles.

KNIGHT OF THE GRIP SPENDS" 


OPERATING A 


SOUTH GEORGIA PLANTATION 


Selling shoes on the road for six 
months and successfully operating a 
1,200-acre south Georgia plantation 
for the remainder of the time is the 
unique combination of vocations which 
J. Isom Davis has found to be both 
profitable and a pleasure 

The experience of Mr. Davis ilius- 
trates what any intelligent Georgia 
boy can do if he is not afraid of work. 
When a very young man he was left 
alone in the world, with scarcely any 
funds, and had the reaponsibility of 
providing for several younger brothers 
and sisters. He started out in the 
world driving an express wagon at 
Gainesville, and by hard work anid 
close attention to business, won rapid 
promotion. He now owns one of the 
largest and most successfully operated 
farms in south Georgia. 

“Any boy can succeed in Georgia if 
he is not afraid to work,” said Mr. 
Davis yesterday in discussing his ex- 
perience with a reporter for The Con- 
stitution. 

“Are the opportunities for making 
money in land investments in south 
Georgia as great now as they were 
a few years ago?’ he was asked. 

Opportunities on Every Hand. 

‘They are much greater now than 
they have ever been. Our farming in- 
dustry is the real backbone of (tne 
state. The turpentine operators have 
cut away the trees and have left a 
fine virgin land, which can be bought 
cheaply now. Anything On earth wil) 
grow there, and fortunes will be made 
in that section of the state in the 
next few years. It offers unlimited 
possibilities.” 

Mr. Davis did not remain 
the express wagon driver at Gaines- 
ville. The express company soon of- 
fered him a position as messenger be- 
tween Atlanta and Washington, and he 
had not held that job very long until 
he was appointed file clerk in the loca] 
office. A Httle later he was trans- 
ferred to New Orleans, and from the 
Crescent City he was sent to 8t, Louis. 
He remained there a little while and 
was taken to Chicago as city solicitor. 

His activities with the express com- 
pany attracted the attentior..of the 
F. M. Hoyt Shoe Com; f New 
Hampshire, and he was offered a posi- 
tion traveling in four southern states, 
with headquarterg in St. Louis. Later 
he was made manager of the state of 
Georgia, and for some time had head- 
quarters in Atlanta. 

In the meantime Mr. Davis had in- 
terested himself in Georgia lands, and 
last year purchased his present plan- 
tation near Nashville. Mr. Davis now 
travels for three months each spring 
and fall: the remainder of the time he 
devotes to agriculture.

for everybody knows the rains were 
general over Georgia and especially in 
south Georgia, therefore it was impos- 
sible for us to prepare and plant our 
crop much earlier than anywhere else, 
for neither section could do anything 
until the rain ceased. Old people who 
have lived here all their lives claim 
this hes been the most backward 
spring for farming they heve ever 
witnessed, and that I could not have 
hit south Georgia in a worse time. 
Some of them even laugh and say that 
they fear I will let up with my farm- 
ing after this year. But regardless of 
all this, we have been able to keep al) 
hands busy at something, and teday 
we have a splendid prospect for a big 
crop. We have near 200 acres in sea 
island cotton that is almost knee high 
and with lots of squares to be seen. 
To some of you people who do not un- 
derstand sea island cotton, I will say 
this particular variety of cotton grows 
very fast, much faster than short cot- 
ton. It seems when you have « lot of 
it to chop out that it runs up almost 
as fast ae the north Georgia maypop; 
it grows to an average height of six 
to eight feet, and usualy makes a 
bale to.the acre and brings from 25 to 
40 cents a pound. 
Has Short Cotton Also. 


"We also have quite a good dea] of 
short cotton planted, and that which 
has been planted any length of time 
is looking fine, but we are still plant- 
ing short cotton where we had oats 
and in new ground, and will not finish 
planting before the 15th of this month. 
We ean make here a bale or more of 
short cotton to the acre planted after 
oats. 

“Our corn, that is what I have plant- 
ed, ts fine, but like we have always 
done, have not got enough planted, 
though the high price has evidently 
made me sit up and take notice, so 
I have started all plows planting corn 
again this week. We can make good 
corh down here planted almost any 
time. 

“You can cultivate a crop here muoh 
easier than you can in north Georgia; 
the land being level, it will not wash, 
and smiooth so you can use improved 
machinery; no terraces to keep up. no 
shor, rows to be continually turning; 
all our rows run the full length of the 
Geld and supposed to be straight. The

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land does not get hard and run to- 
wether, and, while you have plenty of 
crab grass in old fields, there are no 
maypops at all to be bothered with, 
and the new grounds are the least 
trouble of any and make good crops 
the first year. You will possibly be 
surprised to know we herdly ever stop 
plowing for rain at this time of the 
year, only just what time it !s rain- 
ing; the reason of this is the land is 
a gravel, sandy loam, and takes in 
the water and holds the season with- 
out getting marshy and sloppy in the 
least. This is certainly the home of 
the watermelon and sweet potatoes, 
no question about that. I see one farm- 
er has a patch of twenty acres in mel- 
ons that will soon be ready for the 
market. I have a small pateh that I 
think will make some that will tickle 
the palates of my north Georgia 
friends. 
Good Chicken Country. 

“Chickens—well this is some chick- 
en country, too. I bought a bunch 
of chickens from Gainesville, Ga. and 
shipped them down here, also a @ "14 
of pens from Frank Foy, Des Muines, 
lowa, and out of all these we haven't 
had but two to die, and we have over 
160 little ones now.

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(Copyright, 1912, by Frank G, Carpen- 
ter.) 

Culebra, Canal Zon, Panama— 
My investigations this week have 
been devoted to the terminals of our 
Great canal at Panama. What kind of 
cities are we to have at the Atlantic 
and Pacific ends of Uncle Sam's fa- 
mous waterway? How shall we take 
care of the shipping, and what will be 
the accommodations of passengers g0- 
ing from one part of the isthmus to 
the other? ‘ 

These and other questions of termit- 
nal facilities will soon bulk large in 
the minds of the public. The digging 
is fast approaching completion, and 
the endless river of earth which is 
flowing from Culebra down to Balboa 
will finally shrink and then stop. I 
have already gone in from the Pacific 
end of the canal almost to the Mira- 
flores locks. The dredges are still at 
work there, but within a few months 
the channé!] could be made ready for 
ships. 

The dredging on the Atlantic side is 
rapidly approaching completion. The 
dam which crossed the cana! at Mindi 
has been cut through, and the salt 
waters of the Caribbean sea are now 
against the locksfand within a stone’s 
throw of the Gatun dam. 

The work of building up the founda- 
tions for the terminals of the future is 
elready under way, and docks and 
breakwaters are rising on both sides 
of the isthmus. So far there is much 
yet to be decided, but the plans of the 
engineers have been carefully made, 
and as soon as congress gives its or- 
ders this part of the canal construc- 
tion will rapidly move. 

A Talk With Rear Admiral Rousseau. 

The canal commissioner who has 
special charge of the terminals is Mr. 
H. H. Rousseau, one of the most expert 
engineers of the United States navy. 
He is still a young man, but he has 
had long experience in work of this 
kind, and he was chief of our great 
raval bureau of yards and docks when 
he was appointed one of the engineer 
commissioners of the canal. He was a 
civil engineer by profession at the 
time he passed a competitive examina- 
tion for similar work in the navy, with 
the rank of lieutenant. and he did so 
well there that now, at the age of 42, 
he has become a rear admiral, and un- 
der Commissioner Goethals as chief, 
has some of the most important 
branches of the canal work under him. 

It was in the administration building 
here at Culebra that I looked over the 
maps of the proposed terminals ane 
talked with Mr. Rousseau about them. 
said he: 

“The arrangements for the terminals 
of the canal are by no means com- 
plete. We have made our plans, but 
eo far many of ‘them have not been 
passed upon by congress, and much 
will depend upon the policy of the gov- 
ernment as to the treatment of canal 
traffic. Other matters have been defin- 
itely settled, and we are already work- 
ing them out. You have seen the great 
breakwaters which we are building at 
both ends of the canal. On the Atlantic 
ships will pass in by Toro point, where 
the lighthouse stands. From that point 
we are putting in a breakwater 11,009 
feet long to shut out the prevailing 
storms from the western side of the 
harbor. That breakwater has a width 
of 15 feet at the top, and it will rise 
10 feet above the mean level of the 
sea. It will contain altogether in the 
neighborhood of 3,000,000 cubic yards 
of rock, some of which is coming fron: 
the quarries of Porto Bello. 

“At the Pacific end.” continued Ad- 
mira} Rousseau, ‘we are making an 
even greater breakwater. This is to 
join the port of Balboa with WNaos

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Island, a distance of more than three 
miles. It will run nearly parallel with 
the axis of the canal prism. and ts to 
keep the current which sweeps up that 
shore from affecting the canal. That 
breakwater will contain about 18,000,- 
000 cubic yards of earth and _ “rock, 
which is equal to a block 300 feet 
wide, 300 feet high and more than a 
mile tn length. The most of this is 
already in place, and it consists of the 
spoil which has been brought down 
from the Culebra cut. We began work 
upon it in May, 1908. 


Big Docks on the Atlantic. 


“Tell.me something more about your 
Plans for the Atlantic end of the ca- 
nal.” 

“According to those we have already 
made,” said Mr. Rousseau “we shall, 
if congress consents, build five great 
docks at Cristobal, each of which will 
be 1,000 feet long and 150 feet wide. 
There will be 300 feet between each 
two of the docks, and at the head of 
each dock will be ample landings for 
small boats. The material will be re- 
inforced concrete, and the docks will 
have railroad tracks, moving cranes 
and alP sorts of machinery for han- 
dling freight of every description. 
They will accommodate any steamer 
now afloat, and should be sufficient for 
the traffic of the canal.” 

“But has congresa yet made any 
appropriation for the building of these 
docks?” 

“No; but the demang for them is 
great, and we are fortunate in be- 
img able to construct the first of them 
through the resources of the Panama 
railroad. That railroad is one of Un- 
cle Sam’s best paying enterprises 
Through its commercial business it 
has already earned several million dol- 
lars above its net expenses and this 
might be used for dock construction. 
As it is, the present facilities do not 
accommodate the traffic. This is so 
as to our own steamers—I mean those 
belonging to the Panama railroad— 
and it is so also as to the steamers 
of the United Fruit Company and of 
other lines which are now Sending 
their vessels to Colon, but which would 
gladly change to the more sheltered 
and better anchorage that we could 
provide. When our doeks are com- 
pleted our ships wil! land in United 
States territory, and the other vessels 
berthed there will be on the same ter- 
ritory.”’ 

Warchouses and Repair Shops. 

“How about your warehouses and 
coaling arrangements?” 

“We are now planning a cype of 
warehouse to be built here, ang are 
considering all sorts of dock structures 
and freight handling appliances. The 
engineers think that these things 
should be settled at as early a date 
as possible, and the matter will soon 
come before congress. One reason for 
this is that the government is using 
a vast amount of maohinery tin the 
building of tne canal which can be 
applied to various things in connec- 
tion with the terminals. We shall have 
to builg dry docks and repair shops, 
and there is no reason why the gov- 
ernment should not nave establish- 
ments here which would repair any 
kind of shipping employed in the ca- 
nal traffic. The machinery is already 
here, and it will have to be disposed 
of when the cana) is completed. There 
will be shops at both ends of the wa- 
terway, although the repair shops at 
Balboa will probably be the larger 
We have now a small repair shop at 
Cristobal and an old dry dock there, 
built by the Frencn, which we have 
been using for our work on that side 
of the isthmus.” 

Great Coaling Facilities. 

“What are your plans as to coaling 
facilities?” 

“We will have to have docks and 
storage capacity for at least 200,000 
tons of coal, and we shall also need 
storage at each terminal for some- 
thing like 80,000 barrels of fuel oil. 
Many of the steamers of the Pacific 
are now burning oil. and we have to 
provide also space for any additional 
storage that may be required in the 
future. The coal dock on the Atlantic 
will be such that many steamers can 
coal at one time. It will be at least 
2,000 feet long. The chief depots for 
coal will be on the Atlantic end, the 
present plans providi for 200,000 
tons of coal there, and about 50,000 
tons on the Pacific side. 

The Cities of the Canal. 
‘Is it your idea, Mr. Rousseau, that 


changes 


great cities wfll grow up at the two 
ends of the canal?’ 

“NO; and so far the commissioners 
have not thought it advisable to. en- 
courage that plan. The present opin- 
ion igs that the population of the Canal 
Zone should be reduced to the mini- 
mum, and, as far as we now see, we 
believe that there will be ample room 
in Cristobal for all the Americans at 
Panama. Colonel Goethals does not 
believe that the zone should be popu- 
lated, for the reason that auch a popu- 
lation might complicate matters in 
case the canal should need to be de- 
fended in time of war. 

“As to cities at the termini,” contin- 
ued Mr. Rousseau. “we have ample 
room both at Cristobal and at Balboa 
to build them if it should be deemed 
advisabie, but it seems now as though 
Colon and Panama could furnish all 
commercial facilities. If our present 
Plans are adhered to we shall have a 
canal headquarters on Sosa Hill, 
joining Balboa. These will consist 
an administration building and 
necessary houses for employees. The 
administration offices. wt)! be large 
enough to accommodate the heads of 
the departments and clerks, and the 
houses will be for them and the em- 
ployees engaged in the shope and in 
the various docks and wharves.” 

“But suppose Uncle Sam should want 
to establish a great free port at Pana- 
ma, where goods from all parts of the 
world might be exchanged. Such fa- 
cilities have had much to do with 
building up Hamburg and some other 
of the great seaports of Europe.” 

“TI doubt whether that would be ad- 
visable, but, if so, it 1s a question for 
the future.”

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what we should have at the terminus 
on the Pacific?” I asked. 

“We shall need about a mile of dock 
frontage outside the coaling docks, an 
we shall prepare a sufficient area 
that can be Kept for the extension 
of the water frontage as required in 
the future Our plans propose a coal 
dock 1,000 feet long and fuel stations 
the hills so connected with this by 
pipes that the oil will flow right down 
the steamers. We shall have re- 
shops and, connected with them, 
marine railroads of large size, so that 

nations and repairs of tugs, 

and similar small vessela may 

be made under water without taking 
them into the large dry docks.” 

“And then as to the dry docks,” con- 
tinued Mr, Rousseau. “It is proposed 
to build one at Balboa so big that it 
will handle any vessel that can pass 
through the locks. This dry dock will 
be near the end of the auxiliary coal- 
ing station, and it will be entered 
from the canal channel through a slip 
400 feet long.” 

“What are the present arrangements 
for handling freight at Balboa?’ 

“They are not sufficient for the traf- 
fic. The only facilities consist of a 
steel wharf about a thousand feet lonx 
which was built by the French, and a 
wooden extension much shorter. The 
latter was constructed since we began 
Our work here. These two wharves 
can berth only five vessels at once, 
and at present the steamships making 
Balboa a port of call are often de- 
layed. This condition is being rem- 
edied by the construction of a con- 
crete wharf about 700 feet long, which 
will afford two additional berths. This 
is being made by the Panama railroad 
with its own funds but it has been 
so located that if congress should au- 
thorize the construction we have Out- 
lined it will fit into it and become 
a part thereof. Our plans are suca 
that additional wharves can be conp- 
structed from time to time as needed.” 


Making the Canal Pay. 

The conversation here turned again 
to the repair shops proposed, and Ad- 
miral Rousseau said: 

“There is one thing that I think 
Should be clearly stated, and this is 
that we hope to put the docks, wharves 
and repair facilities on a strictly com- 
mercial basis, We want them to 
self-supporting and to make the 
charges sufficient cover the first 
cost and also thelr maintenance .and 
Operation. In addition we hope that 
they will bring in something to aug- 
ment the revenues of the canal. We 
want the 
for the vessels which .use the canal, 
but we also want to make them 
sources of revenue to the canal. They 
will, in no appreciable degree, com- 
pete with repair and similar supply- 
ing agencies of the States, and it must 
be remembered also that they will be 
available to the government in times 
of military necessity, They will be 
of value to the navy and will give 
the same advantages that the goOvern- 
ment would have from the establish- 
ment of a naval base here.” 

“But have you room for these shops 
on the Pacific side of the isthmus?’ 

“Yes. By the gpoil from the Culebra 
cut We have built up about 350 acres, 
some of which has been redeemed from 
the sea, and we have other ground on 
the mainland. We shall reserve an 
area of about forty-five acres for shop 
yards and for the storage of material 
and supplies, and we shall have ample 
room for all our necessities.” 


A Trip Through the Cana}. 

I here asked Admiral Rousseau to 
give me some idea of what one would 
see in making a trip through the ca- 
nal when completed. He replied: 

“We shal) start in from the Atlan- 
tic. Let us suppose that the traveler 
is standing on the deck of the steamer 
from New York or New Orleans ae it 
approaches the coast. Nearing the ca- 
nal entrance he sees the low wooden 
buildings of Colon on the left, the 
houses of Cristobal among their cocoa- 
nut trees and the tall white light- 
house of Toro Point away at the 
right. He passes by Colon and its 
harbor and, going in by the break- 
water jutting out from Cristobal Point, 
enters the canal. He steams on up 
through it to the foot of the Gatun 
locks, a distance of about seven miles. 
Ag he comes in he can see the old 
French canal, and he crosses it néar 
Mindi, about half way to Gatun. The

“At his left as he moves up the 
channel he will see the mighty white 
locks of Gatun. The lowermost one 
will probably be open, and its water 
will. be on the leve] of the sea. His 
ship will steam into it, and wil) there 
be harnessed to the four towing lo- 
comotiveg which will aid in moving 
and steadying it as it goes onward 
from gate to gate. 

“As soon as the vessel is in, the 
gates behind will be closed and the 
water rushing through many holes 
from the mighty conduit, so big that 
a Pullman train could go through 
them, will quickly raise the steamer to 
the level of the lock ahove. A moment 
later the front gateg of the lock will 
open, and the steamer will pass into 
the second level or look and thence in 
the same way rise to the third and 
finally sail out through the sohannel 
into Gatun lake at eighty-five feet 
above the level from which it steamed 
into lock number one.” 

Traveling Through Gatun Lake. , 

At this point Admiral Rousseau 
stopped a moment to show me some 
maps and then, tracing the course of 
the ship with his finger, he continued: 

“Emerging from the locks at Gatun, 
the course of the steamer will be 
practically due south for 3% miles, It 
will pass through a thousand-foot 
channel, with the water extending be- 
yond it, and the tops of the trees and 
islands will take away the idea of a 
canal ang make one think that he is 
passing through a large and deep lake. 
A little farther on his vessel will take 
a sharp turn to the left and then go in 
a straight course for 4% miles to a 
point about one mile below where 
Bohio now is. From that point on the 
right the opening excavated by the 
French for thelr locks may be seen, 
and a little farther on the vessel will 
pass over the sites of Frijoles and 
other villages which have been sub- 
merged by the waters of Gatun lake. 

“After a journey of 15 miles the 
thousand-foot channel begins to nar- 
row. It is reduced to 800 feet, and the 
canal has now the appearance of a 
wide river with hills on each side. It 
is the valley of the Chagres. Still far- 
ther on the channel is reduced to 500 
feet and the vessel] passes on into the 
Culebra cut and sails through it for a 
distance of 9 miles to the locks of 
Pedro Miguel. This part of the jour- 
ney will be especially interesting. The 
cana] channel will be 300 feet wide 
and the hills will rise high above the 
| steamer, reaching in the center a 
maximum of over 550 feet. The sides 
will be planted with earth-holding 
grasses and bushes, and there will be 
but little evidence of the mighty work 
we have done in making the cut. 

“Entering the locks at Pedro Miguel, 
the steamer will drop 30 feet into 
Miraflores lake a beautiful sheet of 
silvery water, ang will travel there a 
mile and a half before it reaches the 
locks o¢ the same name, where it will 
make its two great steps to the chan- 
nel at the level of the Pacific. 

“From the foot of the locks the ride 
to Balboa will be only 3 miles, and to 
deep water in the ocean about 5 miles 
farther. The land there its low, with 
hills in the background covered with 
green. On the left going out will be 
the great wharves and repair shops of 
Balboa, and tIn the distance one may 
gee the little archipelago of Perico, 
Culebra and Flamenco, on which the 
fortifications will be. 

“The trip throughout will be won- 
derfully beautiful and intensely in- 
teresting. It will embrace views of 
mountain and valley, of river and lake, 
of tropical plants and flowers, and of 
mighty trees laden with orchids. 
far as canal trips are concerned. it 
will be more beautiful than any other 
on earth.”

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REMINISCENCES OF STARS AND 


HT BY FLAG DAY 


BARS BROUG 


Friday, June 14, was Flag day, cele- 
brated as the birthday of the Stars 
and Stripes. I think it is appropriate 
for us to remember also that other/ 
flag, the stars and bars. 

They are both ours by inheritance, 
and about both I will twine garlands of 
fragrant flowers. 


Red roses, pagsion’s type, 
And lilies white and pure 
We sive the stars and bars; 
Blue gentians and carnations red, 
Entwined with white liles, too, 
We give the stripes and stars. 


In relating my personal = reminis- 
cences of the flag of the confederacy 
I retrace my footsteps along the cor- 
ridors of the past, recalling with rev- 
erence those scenes and pictures which, 
With tmperishable constancy, still re- 
main with me. 

The first time I ever saw the stars 
and bars was in April, 1861. 

The Flag at College. 

A large crowd was assembled on the 
campus of 8S. M. F. college, Covington, 
Ga., to take part in a very interesting 
and memorable occasion, the raising of 
the confederate flag, for the first time, 
above the classic. halls of a college. 

The matchless eloquence of Colonel 
“Jeff” Lamar, the orator of the day, 
swayed that vast audience like the 
waves of the sea, and the wonderful 
magic of youth, hope, love and patriot- 
ism thrilled all hearts with an en- 
thusiasm which reached its climax 
when the band began to play and the 
flag was raised above our heads and 
unfurled to the breeze. Cheer after 
cheer rent the air, which continued | 
unti] the sweet volceg of over a hun-! 
dred young girls began to sing, 

“Our banner is waving above us, 
The hope of the brave and the true.”: 

A few days later, on April 26, my 
mother presented to the Pulaski vol-, 
the 
Hawkinsville for the war, a beautiful! 
silk flag. It is a singular eoincidence 
that this presentation should have oc- 
curred on what is now our confed- 
erate Memorial day. Proudly bearing 
their gay Lanner these young soldiers 
marched to the front. Alas! in less 
than three months that flag was rid- 
dled with bullets and that brave young 
color-bearer was mortally wounded on 
the plains of Manassas. 

Until] July, 1861, | rewarded our flag 
as a symbol of gayety and dress pa- 
race, but when, | Petersburg, Va. 2 
few days after thy rattle of Manassas, 
I saw our wound« soldiers and their 
blood-stained bann 8, I realizeq the 
greater significance of our country’s 
emblem, and when in August I visited 
my father on the peninsula, I gazed on 
the flag with a new reverence, a great- 
er love, a broader patriotism. 

They Ruled Supreme. 

In historic Williamsburg, the first 
capital of the colony of Virginia, where 
Lord Dunmore and Lord Bottetourt 
governed, and which was famous for 
its pomp and pageantry, our “boys in 
gray” ruled supreme. Willilam and 
Mary college, the alma mater of three 
presidents, Jefferson, Monroe and 
Tyler, and once the scene of the great- 
est oratorical ocntests on the continent, 
was at that time used as a hospital 
for the confederate soldiers, and above 
its broad portals waved the stars and 
bars. 

In quaint old Bluton church, which 
ig a century older than Trinity, New 
York, the first funeral of a confed- 
erate soldier on the peninsula took 
place. 

He was “only a private,” but every 
company in General McLatin’'s division 
was represented. For the first time f 
saw the stars and bars draped above 
the bier of a confederate soldier, as 
borne by his comrades, to the solemn 
strains of the dead march, he was car- 
ried to his last resting place. 

Years passed. Our starry nner 
gained fame and honor. It wavgl over 
many victorious flelds, while o gal- 
lant soldiers by their brave heroic

Hemmed in, cut off from gupplies, 
with marveloug courage and endurance 
they still fought on!

According. to my custom, I went one 
morning to look after the welfare of 
my old nurse. Much “to my. gurprise 
I met her. With outstretched hands 
and tears streaming from her eyes, she 
cried, “Go back, my child, go back, the 
town is full of Yankees and they have 
Jeff Davis.” 

It was indeed true! In less than 
an hour our only president, our grand 
old chieftain, was led a captive 
through the town. 

Trailing in the Dust. 


“They chained his feeble frame, 
But they could not chain his fame, 
And they riveted his name” 


in the hearts of the southern people, 

And that flag! That stately banner 
under which so many brave spirits 
had fought, was trailing in the dust. 
Strong men wept, bowed their heads 
with a sorrow too deep for tears. 
The cycling years have brought pease 
to our country and our souls arm, 
soothed by time, but our hearts are 
still true to the traditions of the 
south, and we still feel a tender symm- 
pathy for all her ideals. 

When all our plans for the laying 
of the cornerstone of our beautiful 
monument at Montgomery, Ala., were 
perfected, we chose for our orator the 
uncrowned king of our southern 
hearts, Jefferson Davis. 

He came, and that 
“the cradle of the confederacy,” open- 
ed wide her doors and loyal hearts 
gave him lovine greetings, with music 
and flowers and waving banners. Ilt 
was his last public appearance, and 
the last time I saw him standing be-

But when the monarch death call- 


fed him up higher and Virginia claim- 


the honor of receiving his sacred 
ashes, Montgomery again showed him 
homage. In the same building wher? 
he took the oath as president of the 
southern confederacy his beady lay in 
state. The stars and bars were 
draped everywhere, and as thousands 
passing his flower-laden bier rever- 
ently and lovingly placed a hand upon 
it, a mute caress of tender farewell, 
our beloved flag seemed a silent wit- 
ness of our sorrow, our loyalty and 
our devotion to our only president. 
Called Forth Tears. 

In 1902, at the United Confederate 
Veterans’ reunion in Dallas, Texas, 
this dear old flag called forth tears 
and shouts. On the day of the gran4 
parade, just as General Gordon had 
begun his last address, he wags inter- 
rupted by the appearance of a young 
girl carrying in her hand a small box. 
She handed it to the general. saying: 
“My father was a member. of a Ten- 
nessee regiment. At the battle of 
Franklin the flag-bearer fell,. shot 
through both arms. My father res- 
cued the flag and when the war end- 
ed he brought !t home, a precious 
relic. He died only a month ago, and 
his last request was that I shoulda 
come to the reunion and return the 
flag to his old regiment.” Ratsing 
the flag from the box ,the general 
held it aloft, saying: “If there is any 
member of this old regiment preseat, 
please come forward and receive the 
flag. The color-bearer was from Wil- 
IMamson county, Tennessee.” Imagine 
their surprise when from ‘the ranks 
came an armless soldier. “I was the 
flaz-bearer who was shot down.” he 
said. The general, with tears, em-

the tattered flag.

Ground was broken June 10 in Win- 
field Station, Long Island, for the erec- 
tion of a school in which women will 
be taught to be builders—to be plumb- 
ers, carpenters and bricklayers.

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PENN’S ELECTION HAS GIVEN 
SATISFACTION TO HIS CHURCH 


The election of Dr. I. Gariang Penn, 
of Atlanta, to the office of correspond- 
ing secretary of the Freedman Aid 5So- 
clety at the recent session of the gen- 
eral conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, seems to have given 
general satisfaction throughout the 
church. Caring for a number of well- 
known institutions for the education of 
negroes throughout the south, the 
Freedman Aid Society is regarded 
with pecullar affection and gratitude 
by a large portion of the negro people 
of America, and they all welcome the 
step t.at insures the continuance of its 
usefulness by placing at its head one 
who is so well known by reason of his 
constructive work in several fields of 
racial endeavor. 

Dr. Penn called the attention of the 
country to the achievement of the ne- 
gro race through the success of the ne- 
gro exhibit at the Cotton States expo- 
sition, held in atlanta in 1895, because 
of his painstaking care and general 
forethought as head of the depart- 
ment. 

Dr. Penn came to this position from 
the public schools of his home town, 
Lynchburg, Va., where he was a prin- 
cipal, and where he not only succeed- 
ed in his work, but had drawn con- 
siderable attention to himself through 
the authorship of “The Afro-American 
Press,’ a book of 600 pages. Dr. Penn 
has since written ‘“Self-Education,” 
“The United Negro” and is joint au- 
thor of “Seven Graded Sunday Schools.” 

He is, perhaps, more widely known 
among the young people of the negro 
race, regardless of denomination, than 
anv other churchman. His success in 
the Epworth League has been reflected 
in the many fields into which he has 
been called. 

While in the Negro Young People's 
Christian and Educational Congress he 
sought to unite ‘all the churches into 
one impressive organization that at 
least would serve to emphasize the 
readiness of the negro young people to 
respond to capable leadership. 


Engineered Negro Exposition. 

In. the matter of organization, Dr. 
Penn has to his credit the Epworth 
League in his own church, which in 
the past sixteen years he has built up 
until it occupies the position of the 
best and most widely organized Chris- 
tian society among the colored young 
people. He engineered the first and 
most successful negro exposition move- 
ment, during which time he also called 
together the negro physlicans, giving 
birth to the idea which has since re- 
sulted in the forceful Nationa] Medical 
Association. 

Through the National Negro Young 
People’s Christian and Educationay 
Congress Dr. Penn offered for the first 
time a movement whereby negroes of 
all denominations could come together 
in one great Christian movement for 
the race. The last movement which 
he pushed to a successful issue was 
that of quadruple conventions among 
the colored conferences of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, whereby sev- 
eral benevolent causes among the 
colored people could, be placed in the 
way of self-suppoft,. 

Out og these conventions came the 
Gecision to observe the fiftieth anni- 


versary of the emancipation of the

Will Help Schools. 

His succese in these and other ef- 
forts leads the people of the country 
to feel that Dr. Penn will bring to the 
Freedman Aid Society, in addition to 
his energetic and forceful manner, the 
experience he has gained in all these 
activities, ana thus be the means of 
bringing about larger results for the 
work of the negro schools in the south 
that depend almost entirely upon the 
Free4dman Aid Society for their main- 


tenance, 


There seems every reason to believe 
that under the new administration of 
affairs of the Freedman Aid Society 
through Dr. Maveety and Dr. Penn, who 
serve with co-ordinate jurisdiction, the 
twenty-three important schools for ne- 
groes throughout the south will enter 
upon a new era of prosperity. 

Dr. Penn’s first public address was 
in Massie hall, in Toronto, at the In- 
ternational Epworth League conven- 
tion.

There will be held at Lam- 
beth, on the bank of the Thames, a 
conference between Episcopal church 
committee members from America and

In the opinion of the members of the 
state prison commission, Georgia's re- 
formatory, near Milledgeville, should be 
a real reformatory, turning out the 
boys sent there ag men capable of 
making their own way in the world. 

This recommendation wlll be one of 
the principa] features in the forth- 
coming annual report of the prison 
commission to the legislature. The 
commission strongly urges an appro- 
priation sufficient to teach the boys 
who are sent there useful trades. 

At present the only thing done for 
the youthful delinquents is to afford 
them the rudiments of an education, to 
such extent as they can be taught by 
the superintendent of the institution 
and ite matron. Outside of this their 
sole occupation is work on the farm 
and around the buildings comprising 
the institution. 

All the members of the commission 


favor such change as will enable the session.”

in useful trades. Generally they are 
sent there for periods of two to four 
years, sufficient time in which to in- 
struct them in carpentering, black- 
smithing, bricklaying and like em- 
ployments. 

“The commission is convinced that 
such a change in the methods and 
scope of the reformatory would prove 
of incalculable value, not only to the 
boys, but to the state  itself,”’ said 
Judge T. E. Patterson, a member of 
the board.

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VALUABLE MINERAL DEPOSITS 
ARE DISCOVERED IN GEORGIA 


Important additions to the mineral 
resources of Georgia, through recent 
discovery, have just been announced 
by State Geologist S. W. McCallie in a 
report to the state geological board, 

At least two of these deposits will 
prove of considerable commercial im- 
portance, Professor McCallie states. 
This, he says, is especially true of the 
newly discovered bauxite deposits in 
the northwestern portion of Sumter 
county, between Andersonville and the 
Flint river. 

This bauxite occurs in beds about 
two feet thick, underlain by a whitish 
clay which seems to grade into it. 
Analysis shows the material to be of 
high grade. and it is stated it should 
command a good price, about $5 per 
ton on board the cars. Bauxite is the 
source of commercial] aluminum, and 
Mr. McCallie says an acre of high- 
grade bauxite running 3 feet thick is 
worth about $40,000. It costs about $3 
a ton to mine it, which would leave a 
net profit of $16,000 per acre. Profes- 
sor McCallie suggests that farmers 
in that section of Sumter county 
should neither sell nor give options on 
their land, but should rather lease it 
on a royalty basis. There is possibil- 
ity, he says, of other valuable bauxite 
deposits in the counties adjoinigg 
Sumter. 

The other commercially valuable 
mineral deposit is monazite, found in 
Habersham county, about 9% miles 
northeast of Cornelia, on the land of 
Monazite is a 
somewhat rare mineral occurring in 
the form of brownish-yellow sand, and 
ia used chiefly in the manufacture of 

mantles for gas and electric burners. 
It has a market value of 12 cents per 
pound, or neazly | that 


and Mr. McCallie believes the Haber- 
sham deposit will yield it in paying 
quantities. The domestic supply of 
monazite is at present obtained entire- 
ly from North and South Carolina. 

The geologist’s report also states 
that 8. L. Galpin, recently appointed 
assistant state geologist, has just 
completed examinations in Jones 
county of feldspar deposits, a mineral 
used in making high-grade pottery. 
Hig research shows there are several 
deposits in that county which will 
likely prove of commercial importance, 
The analysis tnade of the Jones coun- 
ty deposits shows the material to be 
approximately equal in quality to the 
best grade of Canadian “spar,” and it 
should command a good price. 

Mr. McCallie calls attention to the 
prospective use of feldspar as a source 
of potash for commercial fertilizers. 
Analysis of the Jones county feidspar 
shows 12.44 per cent of potash, which 
is about the equivalent of that minera! 
found in German kaltnit. thd difficulty 
of using the feldspar is that the pot- 
ash is combined with silica and alum- 
ina, which renders it insoluble; but itn 
case a method is discovered for mak- 
ing the potash in feldspar availab)o, 
which well-known chemists predict 
‘will come In the near future, these de- 
posits wil] take on a tremendous value 
and importance. Those owning lands 
with feldspar deposits are cautioned 
to hold them, as they may turn out 
much more valuable than at present 
appears.

NE} cannot imagine our great- 
grandmothers saying an hour 
before a meal, ‘““What shall I get 
for dinner today? There is 

nothing in the house.’’ If the weekly 
baking of bread and pies had not been 
done in the great brick oven; if the meat 
had not been cured in its season, the 
herbs dried, the vegetables stored away 
or dried, and marmalades and conserves 
made when the fruits were ripe, grand- 
mother’s family would have been in a 
sad plight. But many a housekeeper 
today asks that question, and ail too 
frequently allows it to be dechkied by 
@ child’s fancy or, worse yet, by the 
groceror butcher. “What do you have?’ 
usually means to a grocer “What can I 
Put on my table in a few minutes’ 
time?’ 

There is no use discussing the causes 
thet have ited to the manufacturing of 
many things outside the home. Such 
causes are stil] at work, and the trend 
fs all in the same direction. Co-opera- 
tive laundries and bakeries are being 
discussed in rural districts. It has been 
predicted that the kitchen of the future 
will comtain only shelves for tin cans 
end an electric plate for heating up the 
contents. 

Perhaps we have saved time by hav- 
ing so much of this work taken out of 
the home; but new conditions bring new 

roblems, and the problem of the house- 

eeper of today are more difficult than 
those of her grandmother. Then the girl 
was trained in the use of Taw material. 
She learned each st in the prepara- 
tion of faocd and clothing, and what she 
learned she could always use.

but of consuming material. The woman

@he needs for her family. Limiting this 
discussion to food alone, IMmtelligent buy- 
ing necessitates a knowledge of food

vaines, of eanitary conditions outside 
the home, of pure food laws and what 
they cannot do, and of the economic 
conditions that influence the price of 


food. 

In other words, the buyer must know 
what she is purchasing if she is to 
purchase intelligently. Here again her 
problem is more difficult than her 
grandmother's. Conditions are chang- 
ing so quickly that the experience 
gained one year may not be a sufficient 
guide for the next year. A pure food 
law, the invention of a new substitute, 
even an advance in agriculture in a dis- 
tant country, will make changes In the 
goods offered on the market, and the 
housekeeper must make new choices. 

However confusing it seems, the prob- 
lem: is not all chaos, The woman who 
attacks this work intelligently soon 
finds enjoyment, even humor, in it. 
Labels, for instance, may be more en- 
tertaining than the joke column if one 
can see in them the desire of an un- 
Scrupulous manufacturen to comply with 
8 good law and yet outwit the house- 
keeper. Fortunately such manufactur 
ers are becoming scarcer. 

The three things each housekeeper 
wishes to do: First, to feed her family 
well: secondly, to please them or to let 
them know they are well fed, and lasi- 
ly. to keep the cost down. 

Let her always remember there is no 
necessary relation between food value 
and price, nor between goad flavor and 
price. A girl who had been studying 
these questions in college was allowed 
to take charge of the kitchen the next 
sun:mer. The family approved of the 
variety and quality of the food, but 
were surprised to find the cost had been 
one-third less than before. 

There are at least seven factors that 
influence the cost of food, not one of 
which is its food value. If the houge- 
keeper wishes to pay a higher price 
she should know why she pays 4%, an: 
not cheat herself into thinking she is 
thereby treating her family better. First 
and very important is the effect of de- 


mand and supply. Whatever is produced 
abundantly and consumed a little less 
quickly will be cheap, Sweetbreads bring 
$1 per pound in some cities and 2 cents 
in somé small towns, and excegt for spe- 
cial diets they are not as useful as 
round steak. Oystere may cost five 
times as much eas milk, but their food 
value is only about two-thirds as much 
as that of an equal quantity of milk. 
Lobsters, which have been a luxury, 
may become an ontinary article of diet 
if an experiment station in the east 
succeeds in raising them so abundant- 
ly that they can be sold for a few cents 
aplece. 

Eggs selling at 6 cents a dozen and 
apples rotting under the trees can be 
found only where there is no sale 
for an overabundant supply. Such 
waste is being done away with by 
means of better methods of preserva- 
tion and of shipping produce. The 
drying of food is an important factor 
in equalizing prices. Dried milk is 
now used very generally by bakeries. 
Some manufactyrers do not put up 
dry milk in less than 60-pound drums, 
but the time will soon be here when 


city housekeepers can buy small cans 
and can reduce the milk bills greatly 
by using this kind of milk. Condensed 
milk is a half step in this direction, 
but its flavor has kept many house- 
keepers from using it. Dried eggs 
will be used largely at a more distant 
time, for their use has been delayed 
because so many unscrupulous people 
have dried eggs that could not be sold 
otherwise. Only the pure foods have 
any real place on the market. : 

Another factor which Influences the 
price is the appearance—not appear- 
ance as to cleanliness, which is an- 
other question, but appearance ac- 
cording to arbitrary standards. The 
polishing of rice is an example of 
this. Until recently it was almost 
impossible to purchase unpolished 
rice {in this country. Polishing re- 
moves the layer containing much of 
the fat and mineral matter. Such rice 
is more tasteless and iess healthful. 
Wherever the disease beri-beri has 
brokem out because of the use of pol- 
ished yice, the substitution of unpol- 
ished rice has checked tts spread. Pol- 
ishing also adds to the cost because of 
the work, and because the grains 
broken in the process must bring a 
lower price. 

Rice is one of the valuable cereals, 
and any ‘thousekeeper can reduce her 
dill for rice 10 to 2 per cent by pur- 
chasing broken rice or the smal!l-grained 
vailety when she wishes to use it in 
60ups, casseroles or other dishes where 
the appearance of the large grain is not 
desired. 

Dried fruit is another instance where 
the appearance of whole fruit or com- 
plete rings increases the price. For 


many purposes the smaller pleces are 
just as satisfactory. The bleaching of 


flour grew up partly because women 
wanted snow-white bread instead 
of a creamy white. Many millers 
are giad to discard their bleachers, cost- 
ing from $10,000 to $60,000, because the 
federal laws forbid bleached flour in in- 
terstate commerce. Formerly if a few 
millers had refused to bleach their flour 
they would have lost business, because 
many housewives would have rejected 
their flour if it did not make white 
bread. 

Tenderness may be a legitimate factor 
in increasing the price of food. Succu- 
lent young vegetables are more attract- 
ive and require less care in preparation 
than older vegetables. But this may be 
carried to an extreme. There are at 
least five grades of canned peas, judged 
by their price and tenderness. The 

rench peas, costing 2% cents a@ can, are 
gO young as to be almost tasteless. Their 
food value is very little compared to 
that of the almost mature peas called 
marrowfats. The latter cost about 8 
cents a can and contain sufficient starch 
to furnish half the thickening in soups. 
Their food value is just twice that of 
the French peas. The early June and 
the next better grade, the extra-sifted 
early June peas, have the most flavor 
and rank between the French and mar- 
rowfat peas in cost and food value. 


The porterhouse steak owes its fopu- 
larity to its emalH section of tenderloin. 
With its large bone and the piece of fat, 
often not used, this cut, when selling for 
25 cents a pound, may really be costing 
5 cente per pound, and this includes 
the unmdesiratie flank end, Where ten- 
derioin can be purchased for 40 cents a 
pound, it is cheaper than porterhouse 
at % cents. Only a tender piece of meat 
can be Droiled, because the quick heat 
woukl not eoften connective tlesue. The 
tougher pleceg are just as nourishing, 
and can be prepared well by long, siow 
cooking, Where rare meat is desired, 


@& the tough meat can be ground three 


times $n order to remove the connective 
ttssue. It may be salted, flavored with 
lemon juice, a teaspoonful to a pound, 
and formed into the shape of a porter- 
house steak. This Salisbury steak, 
cooked on a plank and well garnished, 
makes an attractive substitute fer por- 
terhouse and is fully as nourishing. It 
may take a quarter of an hour to grind 
the meat and wash the grinder, and this 
tiem must be considered in comparing 
two foods. It woukd be worth while if 
housekeepers fixed a price per hour upon 
their dabor and thus knew what they 
were really saving or wasting in mak- 
ing over dishes or spending time upon 
the preparation of less expensive foods. 
The difference In cost between the Salis- 
b andi porterirouse eteaks would 
probatdy be 40 cents, with at most half 
an hour's difference in time, The bal- 
ance would not always be in this di- 
rection, however. 

Cold storage and {increaged facilities 
for transportation have widened the 
food market vastly and thus edded to 
the housekeeper’s problem in purchasing 
materials. 

Fortunately most foods are at their 
best in flavor when they are at the 
height of their season, and thus least 
expensive. Strawhberrfes at a dollar a 
box in January may be iess luscious 
than those at 15 cents five months )ater. 
Fresh spinech in December is five times 
@s expensive as the canned article, but 

more attractive, of course. Or-

marmalade made in February may 
be half as expensive as that made in 
the fall. Here is where our higher stand- 
ards of living increase the cost of phen | 
We are often not comtent with foods 
in season, although the variety of foods 
and the length of their season is much 
greater than they were fifty years ago. 
If a housekeeper has access to a good 
market or does much canning and pre- 
serving at home, a larger variety is pos- 
sible without the luawury of things out 
of season. 


The cruestion of bulk or package foods 
must be answered by each Individual. 
The great argument in favor of the 
packages is their supertor cleanliness. 
This is not always true; but if one must 
purchase food under doubtful conditions, 
eurely the packages are some protec- 
tion. A clean store may offer bulk goods 
that mo one can object to, and if a 
lange quantity fe gold, it would insure 
greater freshness than is found in some 
packages. Bulk macaroni at 5 cents 
per pound may be as good as that in 
packages at 10 cents. At any rate, the 
purchaser can judge the quality she is 
buying, and also the real price. Too 
often the housekeeper thinks a package 
is meant to be a pound, when it con- 
tains only ten or twelve ounces. The 
pure food laws are looking after this, 
however. A year ago, when the price of 
butter dropped to ah unheard of figure, 
the net price of lard in thirty-seven- 
ounce pails was 2 cents per pound more 
than that of butter. 

Not one housekeeper In a dozen knows 
what price per pound she is paying 
when she buys goods in containers hold- 
ing pounds and ounces, 

Another factor that enters into the 


price of food is the amount of prepara- 
tion done outside the home. Predl- 
gested foods have long been relegated 
to the invalid, for whom the physician 
prescribes. Normal] digestive apparatus 
is not helped by them and fortunately 
not injured by the gmall quantities of 
such preakfast foods we may eat. But 
the saving of time is an important item. 
Whole wheat, costing 2 cents a te 
ig as nourishing as any other break- 
fast food made from wheat. If a house- 
keeper soaks the grain first and cooks 
it in a fireleag cooker, on the back of 
a coal range or over a simmering 
dDurner on the s stove for four or fives 
hours, the result is excellent. The labor 
and fuel required are not excessive, bub 
it dwes mean planning a breakfast two 
days ahead. A serving of this whole 
wheat may cost, inchuding fuel, §.0019 
and, with cream, will furnish most of 
the breakfast. The same volume of 
puffed wheat weighs only one-eighth as 
much and costs $008 In other words, 
the cooked whole wheat costs one- 
thirty-fourth as much ag the same 
weight of the puffed wheat. 

Prepared foods have a legitimate placé 
in the dietary beoause they save time 
in preparation and add variety to the 
menu: dut their real cost should be 
known, A woman's time must be worth 
almost $1 an hour to make it worth 
her while to use many of the “almost 
prepared desserts.”’ Gelatin, at % 
cents a pound, is flavored and colored 
with coaltar products and sweetened 
with sugar. e housekeeper pours on 
hot water and gets the dessert away to 
coool. It would have taken her less than 
twenty minutes to get the sugar and 
flavor—real fruit usually—from her 
shelves, and prepare a@ dish costing half 
as much, The difference in flavor can- 
mot be given a money value, 

Flavor is another factor which has 
much to do with the cost of food. It 
is the flavor of butter that makes us 
pay twice as much for it as for other 
equally nourishing fats. This may be 
all right for the table, but in cook- 
ing other fats may give a better tex- 
ture. Some of the cottonseed com- 
pounds are mich coheaper than lard, 
and in some cases only one-fourth the 
price of butter. If of good grade, they 
are absolutely tasteless and odorless 
and. used with a small amount of 
butter, give excellent results, both as 
to texture and flavor. It would be 
@ rash woman who would declare she 
could tell what shortening was used 
in cooking. Government experts do 
not pretend to detect by odor, taste 
and sight alone the best grades of 
oleomargarine. It is churned in 
cream and has the genuine butter 
flavor. But if «t is colored, a 10- 
cent tax must be pald the govern- 
ment. Therefore one can buy the un- 
colored oleomargarine very cheaply, 
and the dealer will “throw in” the 
necessary coloring. There can be no 
objection to oleomargarine on phys- 
lological grounds. It has been 
proved to be just as digestible ag but- 
ter. Here again the pure food law 
protects the consumer from fraud, 
and there is no possible injury. 

Truly, a housekeeper has much to con- 
sider in economic trying. The profes- 
sional Duyers for large establishments 
are well-trained people mvho are con- 
stantly studying the market. Does not 
the spender in the home need to us6 
fully as much thought in her work? The 
more she knows about this part of her 
work the more interesting it becomes. 

An account book, a pencil and a palr 
of scales are the needful apparatus of 
any intelligent woman who intends to 
buy well.

A mixture of sesame and olive oil may 
de purchased for half as much as olive 
oil, and has all the fragrance and taste 
one desires in olive oil. (The sesame oil 


is used abroad to a great extent, but 
Americans are gupposed to have «6 
prejudice against any vegetable oll ex- 
cept olive.) 

Oranges were purchased et 4 cents, 
35 and 30 cents per dozen, and the juice 
from the #-cent ones was cheaper. As 
most housekeepers know, definite re- 
sults cannot be obtained if orange or 
lemon juice is not meagured as care- 
fully as other ingredients. 

Sweet potatoes were found to remain 


the same price for four months, and 
yet if more than a few days’ supply 
wag purchased at once, some of them 
@poiled. This would not be the case if 
one had good storage facilities. It is 
cheaper and easier to store food on the 
large scale, where temperature, venti- 
lation and moisture can be regulated, 
and it is often cheaper for the house- 
keeper not to attempt it. 

A sack of sugar lasted four months and 
@ cents was saved thereby. The heavy 
@ack had to be lifted a number of times 
when the pantry was cleaned, and the 
Saving was dowbdtful. On the other 
hand, poor people who buy coal by the 
a may be paying $20 a ton for soft 
coal. 


Buying vegetables and canning them 
was found to be uneconomical, consider- 
ing the cost of fuel, labor and the few 
cans that spoiled. It was quite different 
with fru‘t. One day’s work with seven 
baskets of grapes resulted in 1l%e quarts 
of grape juice and 43 glasses of jelly. 
The family pronounced the result ex- 
cellent, amd $6.50 gain was left for the 
labor after paying for fuel and all ma- 
terials used in the work. 

However carefully the housekeeper 
may buy and however well she may pre- 
Pare the food, there is always the ques- 
tion of left-overs. Americans are weary 
of being told that a family here wastes 
@s much as would enable a French 
family to live well. Yet no one wants 
to eat left-overs. It ig because so many 
poor left-Overa, cold or overcooked, 
under-seasoned or rather overseasoned, 
have been unattractively served that 
people are rightfully skeptical about 
such dishes. It may be too late to change 
the ideas of those who have suffered, 
but children can be brought up without 
this prejudice. First of all, only good 
food can be made over; therefore, it 
erust be done at once. One burned or 
tainted piece will rnin not only the one 
dish, but also all others like it. Next, it 
must be combined well. A chowder of 
vegetable soup may receive every 
known vegetable in moderation, A gela- 
tin dessert may utilize every kind of 
fruit used through the week. A few 
chopped dates or nuts and any pretty 
sauce wil! make the dessert a favorite. 
All kinds of meat may be put together 
in a loaf, but the addition of a very 
little fresh meat, it may be the cheap- 
est portion, well ground, improves the 
result greatly. A bouillon cube, some 
catsup or Worcestershire sauce may be 
needed for flavor, for taste well it must. 
Well garnished or served with a tomato 
@auce, the loaf need proclaim no ule 
worthy origin. 

If for any reason a food t be 
made into an acceptable dish, it had 
detter be discarded at once. ere is 
geome truth in the trite jokes about a 
dollar's worth of time, fuel and condi- 
ments Heing spent to save 20 cents’ 
worth of material 

On every side we hear (discussions 
about the conservation of material re- 
eources, health and stremgth and the 
elimination of waste. No one needs to 
face this problem more than the house- 
keeper. Then she has begun to solve 
tt the effects will be far-reaching. And 
not the least of these will be the greater 
dignity of her work as the spender in 
the home.

One is to see that your 
material is-level—cut and folded by a thread—and that 
your destgn is placed upon it evenly at every point.

In the environment of her homecircle, sur- 
founded by loving hearts, companionship, 
and wholesome fun, where food is nourish- 
ing and plentiful, where $6 a week might 
mean a savings account, a girl cannot grasp 
the fact that human beings have to fight for 
food, for light, for air, on the selary of the 
inexperienced wage earner. 

Then the girl with eyes turned cityward 
first should find her special bent—the work 
that will mean the quickest advancement for 
her—and she should gain experience In her 
home town.

Nor should she come without a decent sup- 
ply of clothes. The fact is soon borne in 
upon the country girl that clothes count for 
more in the big city than she ever dreamed of. 
The same “appearance” will be expected 
of her as her wage competitor whoee dollar 
or two paid into the home covers her board 
and lodging, her laundry, her luncheon, and 
a mother's aid in sewing and making over 
things. 

There is a danger in this need for clothes. 
It is woman's natural instinct to want at- 
tractive clothes, and when the gir! learns 
that clothes can be bought on credit she fs 
led into temptation. And this temptation 
leads on to debts or obligations almost im- 
possible to pay. And then happiness and 
Peace of mind are menaced. The only safe- 
guard is to keep away until she has money 
enough to provide her with the kind of 
clothes her wage competitors are wearing. 

Her supply of courage will meet its 
heaviest drains when the young, inexperi- 
enced newcomer tries to se her services ip 
the overcrowded market. No matter how 
capable she may believe herself to be, though 
she may have diplomas and gold medals to 
support her belief, she will find that in the 
employer's wage scale she is measured by 
her actual experience, and that the price of 
inexperience is a low wage. She will find 
the average hustMng city employer is dif- 
ferent from the men she knew back home. 
The commercial man hag lIittle time fos 
chivalry, and in the commercial world privi- 
leges are not granted because of sex. In 
spite of good looks or any personal charm 
she may possess, to the employer she ifs a 
business investment, and his interest is in 
the profit her services bring him. 

And, O, the eourage that is needed to face 
the bitter. gripping, desolate lonelinese of 
a big city! Coming from acommunity where 
everybody knew her, by her first name, per- 
haps, a heartaching sense of isolation comes 
over her when she realizes that in a city of 
millions of people no one knows her, and 
no one cares to know her. 

A normal, natural, healthy girl requires 
eympathy, companionship, and fun almost 
as much as she requires food and air, and 
herein lieg the danger of the big city for 
the homeless, friendless girl. She gives 
up hope ever of meeting the right people 
and in sheer despondency she sacrifices her 
home ideals and picks up with the wrong 
kind through chance acquaintances. It is 
a well known fact that most of the moral 
wreckage of country girls in big cities is 

due to isolation and loneliness. 

Friends are waiting for even the home- 
less girl in the city, but she must make 
up her mind that the making of fricnds 
worth while is a slow operatfon Pleas- 
ures may be gained from things other than 
the theater, dances, or the eopera. 

To the girl away from home and obliged 
to live on a small salary the boarding club 
offers the most satisfactory solution. Un- 
fortunately there are not organizations 
enough to place girls on small salaries in 
decent surroundings nor to give them mora!

When you wasb your buckskin gboves, « 
dainty jabot, or possibly a white silk waist— 
be sure to get all the soap out Dried in, 
the effect is always very bad. The material 
so treated becomes yellow and the fabric in 
every instance is injured and gives out more 
quickly. It is not enough to get the stains 
out, the soap, even invisible, must be care- 
fully rinsed out till there te no chance of any 
trace of it in the article. , 

If dark skirts have meade an unsightly rim 
about the waist of the corsets, they may be 
scrubbed with warm water and a white soap 
applied with a stiff nail brush, and carefully 
rinsed, drying in the sun if possftie. I¢ done 
quickly and dried the same way the steels 
seldom rust. Of course the hot water 
straightens the bones. 

Two pairs of ribbon laces will take one 
through a whole spring and summer, in tan 
low shoes, if well managed. Buy the best 
silk ribbon, “ grosgrain,” and hem the edges, 
instead of cutting them This stiff little 
hem hog the bow out in shape and Keeps 
the tie from getting stringy. <Aleo, good rib- 
bon washes and looks as fresh as new. 
Cheap ribbon soon wears ragged and always 
strings. 

Tan boots ané shoes that are treed every 
time they are taken off, and are rubbed with 
the liquid and the paste, require a “ profes~ 
sional do” but once a week. This is neces- 
sary to keep the stains under contro]. If 
leather is not kept clean under its polish— 
the effect is injurious and the usefulness of 
the shoe shortened greatly. 

Stockings, especially in warm weather, 
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should Ge rinsed out in warm water and per 
epiration should never be permitted to dry 
in them. There is a chemical! reason for this. 

When putting away thick Nght clothing if

clean when the powdery chalk is al! shaken 
out. 

Nothing cleans a velvet hat or a gown like 
another piece of velvet. A small piece held 
GQrmly in the hand and used like e brush will 
produce amazing results. . 

Coarse table salt is a perfect cleanser used 
ary, to remove dust from clothing or from 
rugs end hangings. Sprinkled on the rugs, 
or applied on the brush dry, for garments 
and tapestries, the fabric is left free from 
anything that can possibly be removed by a 
Gry process. This information is invaluable 
in taking care of a ro@m used by an invalid 
or in place’ where much bric-a-brac is to be 
cared for. 

If one’s fingers get stained, either with ink 
or in attending to household duties, all traces 
of the blemishes may be removed by digging 
the fingers viciously into an unoffending half 
jemon. If there are any cuts, beware, for 
though the juice will not injure, it certainly 
willhuart. The skin iseoftened and freshened 
wonderfully by lemon, though any other acid 
dries and makes the skin brittle.

Every- 
thing in readiness, the classes wrote 
down in their recipe books every step 
in the demonstration as it progressed. 
Attention was called to the hygiene 
and chemistry taught in the lesson 
and the principles involved. Not only 
were the savory peas and nice Boston 
brown bread enjoyed when the cook- 
ing lesson had ended, but the classes 
had learned a practical lesson in the 
art of cooking that they will not soon 
forget. 

News come to us that the school 
has the finest nasturtiums “in the 
city.” They are planted jin boxes 
slong the terrace. The children made 
the boxes, filled them with woods 
earth, which they carried in buckets 
by hand, and then planted the seed, 
fn the early spring. The big leaves, 
trailing vines and fine blossoms prove 
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that the work was well done. The 
rocky hillside is not very favorable to 
ferns, vegetables and flowers, but, 
despite the disadvantages, some things 
are made to grow.

| HOUSES OF CHILDHOOD | 


(From Today’s Magazine.) 

(Note—A translation of Madame 
Montessori's book on ‘Tne Houseg of 
Childhood” is now being made and 
will be published under the direction 
of the department of education of 
Harvard university, with an introduc- 
tion by Assistant Professor Henry W. 
Holmes.) 


The schools which Madame Montes- 
sori has planned are not even called 
schools. They are houses of child:ood. 
The way the great teacher came into 
her new theory of education was in 
teaching feeble-minded children. 
Through a painstaing system of sense 
training she succeeded in getting her 
little afflicted scholars to pass the 
same examinations as normal children 
of thetr own age. ° 

Then, as she says, she began to me- 
diate on the reasons that could “Keep 
the happy and healthy common school 


pupils were able to stand beside 
' And gradually she began to 
wy. her methods to the education of 
al children. For this work 
ame Montessori has devised special 
pParatus. Through the sense of touch 
the child first learns his letters, and 
he learns triangles and agquares and 
rectangles and-various other forms 
through cut-outs. There are games in 
which are used all of these symbols 
which later the children are to apply 
to their real purpose. 

The sense of touch in these Montes- 
sori-taught children is developed to a 
degree seldom attained even in the 
blind. As to discipline in these new 
schools, the very thing that our 
schools discourage, they encourage. 
The child is not rebuked for speaking 
out in sehool, he is invited to speak 
out so that the teacher can follow his 
trend of thought. The new system has 
been adopted in Italy and Switzerland 
and experimental schools have been 
started in other countries. 

Others besides the famous Montes- 
sort are pleading, not for primary 
children alone, but all along the line, 
for new systems of education that will 
encourage individuality; that will 
train each child according to his tastes 
instead of forcing all to the same 
course of etudy; and that will not be 
afraid to teach them about life and 
train them for definite responsibilities 
and work. These revoluttonists are un- 
doubtedly the John the Baptists that 
go before a new educational salvation. 
The old teachings we have found to be 
rotten reeds when we tried to cling 
to them in the relentless gales of real- 
ities. We wWd sit and look on at the 
graduates of each new June, smile 
with a little pity at them, knowing 
out of our own experience how poorly 
equipped they are for the world be- 
yond the schoolhouse. We have faith, 
however, to believe that there will be 
Junes when graduates will stand 
forth with individuality developed in- 
stead of stunted, with a working 
knowledge of life and with an equip- 
ment that will not have to be discard- 
ed in the first fray.

BILL FOR PUBLIC 
KINDERGARTEN IS 
TOBE INTRODUCED 


During the present session of the 
Georgia legislature a bill permitting 
the establishment of public school 
kindergartens will be introduced by 
Mr. Randolph Anderson, of the first 
district. The essential points of the 
bill are: 

“Any town or school district may 
establish and maintain kindergartens 
Which shall be open to hcildren from 
4 to 6 years of age. Only kindergart- 
ners who have had a special course of 
two years’ training in kindergarten 
work in a@ recognized kindergarten 
training echool shall be employed.”

Space will be rented to 
those manufacturers, only, who are 
known to adhere scrupulously to the 
pure food laws and the honest label 
requirementa. 

Mrs. Slocomb in speaking of the 


coming exposition says: 


“Ten billion dollars are spent annu- 
ally in the United States for food, shel- 
ter and clothing. Women do 90 per 
¢ent of the buying. They are therefore 
responsible for standards and values 
and in this exposition we shall empha- 
size the tremendous advantage women 
have in the ‘buyer’s power’ especially 
in regard to pure food, which is the 
basis of ail efficiency. A prominent 
feature of the exposition, therefore, 
wil) be lectures by well-known au- 
thorities each afternoon and evening, 
on the proper way to select, prepare 
and serve pure foods.” ' 

Mrs. Slocomb also states that there 
will be tolerated no fakers or show 
features, but that the exposition will 
be a strictly high-grade, first-class, 
well-conducted exposition, that will be 
in keeping with the standing and dig- 
nity of the club and those who will as- 
Mrs. Slocomb makes in connection 
sist. A most prominent remark that 
with the coming exposition is as fol- 
lows; 

“Our club has become associated in 
this exposition because it offers the 
club an opportunity to put into practi- 
cal service some of the principles which 
underlie the work of all progressive 
clubs. To place before the public at 
large object lessons in all those things 
that constitute the vital interests of 
the home in such a manner that they 
will appeal to thoughtful, intelligent 
women and help arouse the careless 
and indifferent is distinctly In line with 
the best club ideals.”

ITH reason it is asserted that 
there {ts scarce a fish or fowl, 
scarce a meat or vegetable, that 
is not improved by a union with to- 
matoes. There are other reasons than 
the fact that it adds a delicate flavor 
why this is so—it assists in the di- 
gestion of other foods. | 

In hot weather the tomato is de- 
sirably cool. In cold weather it may 
be so seasoned as to be desirably hot, 
and always tastly and provocative of 
appetite, but because of its own very 
definite character it makes strong and 
high seasonings in general unneces- 
sary. 

Whether in intimate union or in 
casual contiguity. with a sort of in- 
dependence of its own, the tomato 
Plays a distinct part in the meal at 
which it is served, whether as soup, 
Sauce or salad, or the vegetable ac- 
cessory. Sealloped, fried or boiled, 
baked, stewed, combineq with egg, 
corn, rice. peppe cheese, onion, etc., 
it is excellent. 

There are people who can eat toma- 
toes straight from the vine or the re- 
frigerator, without sause or seasoning, 
but most of us want at least pepper, 
salt and vinegar. What I take to be 
a pirated cook book, which I recently 
picked up, says: “Tomatoes-may be 
sliced thin and Served with salt, pep- 
per and vinegar over for breakfast, or 
Sliced and strewn with Sugar and 
grated nutmeg, for tea: for dinner they 
may be stewed, or boiled or baked.”

N. A.: Certainly it is possible to re- 
move blackheads from the face. These 
disfiguring little blemishes are some- 
times due to a qerangement of the 
general health or a @isorder of one or 
more organs. In this case only a pRy- 
sician will be able to cure or at least 
correct the cause as far as possible, 
for local applications amount to little 
when the trouble comes from within. 
More frequently blackheads are caus- 
ed by careless, indifferent face wash- 
ing. Unless the impurities are remov- 
ed from the pores every night before 
retiring they will form the foundation 
of a blackhead. The obstructions must 
be removed. 

The face should be 
cleansed at least once a day. Soap ang 
water alone, will not accomplish the 
work. They remove some of the sur- 
face dirt, but act as a sort of varnish, 
for the dirt is visible to the ordinary 
naked eye. Before applying soap and 
water use a cleansing cream, going 
over the entire surface with a rotary 
motion. Massage for ten minutes, then 
remove the excess of cream witha soft 
cloth. The results will be embarrass- 
ing.
